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Nine Tenths of Wisdom 
Consists of Being Wise in time! 


Just a decade ago, anyone considering importing a bull from Scotland, felt 
that a considerable gamble was involved. Very properly so—since to the eye of 
the experienced breeder in our country there was definitely a reason for this attitude 
of mind. The type of cattle from the old country, particularly the bulls, were not in- 
dividuals who would be pleasing to the eye of the American Breeder. 


Actually, we all identified certain qualities that imported animals had; how- 
ever most of us had to swallow and, indeed, swallow again before we could accept 
other characteristics which, in a considerable degree, offset some of the qualities we 
might be seeking to recapture. 


I believe what I have stated in the above was a fair approximation of our atti- 
tude toward imported animals, particularly bulls, at that time. 


Many of us were aware of some of the virtues of outcross imported blood, 
primarily through our experience with imported females. As a matter of fact, it was 
based on the results obtained from breeding a few imported cows in the Red Gate 
Herd to a domestic bull, namely Rock Revolution, that stimulated my interest and 
led to increasing imported bloodlines in the Red Gate Herd. I should point out, how- 
ever, that Rock Revolution was a “Wonder” bull, hence it could be argued that he 
was solely responsible for the excellent results we obtained from our imported cows. 
However, in my judgment, their offspring had qualities that unquestionably stemmed 
from their mothers. 


This, in a degree, influenced my decision to buy General of Page at the Lon- 
jac Dispersal in April, 1941. This bull was a son of Revolution of Page 11th who, 
incidentally, had a fair degree of imported blood through his mother, Eline E. 4th 


of Page. In addition to this, General of Page’s mother was Imported Genevette of 
Ballindalloch, a daughter of Jorum of Ballindalloch, a bull of great renown in Scot- 
land. General 6th of Page was also added to the Red Gate Herd at the same time. 
He, in addition to the great concentration of imported blood stemming from his 
father, General of Page, was a double grandson on both the paternal and maternal 
side of imported bulls. 


I think I should be counted among those who have been attentive to the vir- 
tues of imported bloodlines, however I cannot, and will not, embrace any and all 
imported individuals—good, bad, and indifferent—just because they are imported. 


Quality, Yes and I think it can be said without contradiction that Imp. Prince 
of Rowley was one of the “GREATS” that combined the best characteristics of the 
old country and still satisfied in our eye what we were looking for as to type. While 
beauty is in the eye of the beholder, more importantly, he was a great prepotent bull 
and I would point out that his sons and daughters, through the quality of their off- 
spring, have, over the years, proven this point. 


In my annual salegaturday, April 27th, _ fifteen of his sons sell; also thirty- 
five daughters and granddaughters sell. This is one of your last opportunities to 
res a son or daughters of “Old Prince” to your herd. This would be a wise investment

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YOU NAME THE JUDGES: Early in February a letter hit the mails asking exhibitors 
of show cattle to recommend judges for the coming shows. Here's a copy 
of the letter mailed to nearly 600 exhibitors at 1956 Fairs and Exposi- 

tions: 


"The selection of judges at our state and national shows is a per- 
plexing problem. At a large number of state fairs, the judge is selected 
at the annual meeting of the state associations. The national association 
takes these recommendations. At the International, the Executive Com- 
mittee selects the judges from three names suggested. 

“It is our hope exhibitors will give us a list of 20 men they would 
like to be on our approved judges list. Those receiving 20 or more votes 
will make up the approved list, and the judges for the 1957 shows will 
come from this list. The list will be printed and the names listed ac- 
cording to the votes they receive. 

"Will you please list below the 20 men you would like to see judge, 
and return it to the national office by March 1.--Frank Richards, Secy.'' 


on judging is still a great American privilege. The national board of 
directors and officers try to select judges of unquestioned integrity, 
realizing judging is still, "one man's opinion." Exhibitors can express 
opinions which can be helpfull in selecting an “approved list." 


GUESS NOT MANY EXHIBITORS really care to participate in naming judges. As this 
is written, only 67 lists of names have reached the national office in 

response to the letter which included a business reply envelope. If you 
overlooked your letter or failed to get one, send in your list now. More 
about polling the exhibitors for suggested judges next month.

DO YOU WANT TO SELL BULLS? Angus breeders in the Atlantic Seaboard states turned 
on steam at the Eastern National this year and came up with an energetic 
plan to merchandise 400 registered bulls next year. They are calling the 
event the "First Great Atlantic Angus Bull Sale."" It's scheduled for 
February 24 and 25 at Richmond, Virginia. 
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IBM MACHINERY ground out 20,957 registration certificates in January, for an 8 per 
cent gain over the same month last year, and 13,656 transfers, a 17 per cent 
gain. Angus lifetime members rolled into the national office in breed-expand- 
ing strides...296, a 24 per cent increase. Junior members totaled 59, a 
25 per cent upturn.

Change in the rules of the carcass contest at Chicago caused a lot of comment. 
It caused a lot of people to show more interest in this feature. Few folks realized 
the difference in the finish of the cattle winning in the carcass show and the steer 
ranked as grand champion of the show. 

One of our breeders makes the following observations: ‘Why not select cattle 
in the carcass show under the same rules by which the grand champion is selected.... 
champions by age, all breeds competing; champions by breeds; then the grand champion 
and reserve grand champion carcass?" 


Personally, it seems like a fair question and it will be passed along to the 
management of the International Livestock Exposition.

"I have a problem." A lot of breeders do. 


‘During a recent sale in January, 1957, I was informed that a bull consigned 
by me in a February, 1956, sale, was discovered dead in the pasture in early June, 
1956. Cause of death unknown. 

"The man also told me that he has no calves from him and wants the full pur- 
chase price refunded. 

"I felt that since he had waited a year to notify me of his hard luck, and 
not knowing how the bull had been cared for, that his demands are unreasonable." 


Are we going to have to guarantee an animal to live? This looks like a clear 
case where a seller will have to exercise judgement as to how far he needs to go to 
make a satisfied customer, if at all.

"Will you please give me some information? A few days ago I bought two 
heifers that are registered. How will I get the ownership changed, also, how can I 
get the calves registered, and what is the fee? Any information will be appreciated." 
A booklet, "How to Register Angus" would have answered most of his questions. 
It might be a good idea for breeders to give each new breeder this handy book of infor- 
mation. Your association will be glad to furnish these books free. The seller should 
transfer all cattle to the new owner. Do you have applications for life memberships 
to hand to the new buyer?

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NOTES FROM THE 


Americans In Scotland Find 
Angus High In Quality 


For the majority of the 16 members of 
the Tour of Americans visiting the birth- 
place of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Scotland, 
in February, the flight over was a great 
experience of anticipation and loss of sleep. 
The serving of breakfast before arriving at 
Prestwick Airport came somewhat as a sur- 
prise—at one-thirty a. m. by our watches. 
The gain of five hours had adjusted the 
time but not our appetites! 

Independent of the excellent sight-seeing 
and indoctrination of Scottish lore, the en- 
tire tour enjoyed the noble efforts of breed- 
ers of Scotland and England to make the 
visit entertaining, enjoyable and educa- 
tional. The degree of hospitality couldn’t 
possibly have been improved. 

The mechanics of showing and selling 
cattle at the largest of all shows interested 
the Americans the most. The facilities for 
showing more than 800 head of bulls are 
woefully inadequate, both by our standards 
and Scotch. The arena, located in the mar- 
keting establishment of Macdonald, Fraser 


& Company, Ltd., was packed to capacity 
with spectators to witness one of the most 
capable authorities and finest gentlemen in 
the international livestock picture, Senor 
Raul Firpo, of Buenos Aires, Argentina, 
judge the mammoth classes of bulls. Senor 
Firpo’s duties started immediately follow- 
ing the female judging by John Arnott, 
Haymount, Kelso, Scotland. 

The distinguished judge from Argentina 
selected his own “short lead.” This term 
is applied to those bulls in each class that 
he determined were qualified to compete in 
the class. The remainder were returned to 
the stalls. There were 14 classes of com- 
petition in the bull show, with the classes 
being split on a ten day age basis inde- 
pendent of the first two classes. 

Generally speaking, the type and scale of 
the Scotch bred bulls is centered on quality. 
A unanimous fault found by Americans was 
the lack of bone in the bulls. Interesting to 
note, however, is the fact that in all herds

New Herd Produces Perth Winner 


William Robertson's “Presto of Bregach 


Tops Auction at $35,000 


The story of David and Goliath was repeated at Perth Febru- 
ary 4 when young William Robertson, playing the part of David, 
vanquished a host of Goliaths to win the Supreme Championship of 
the famous Scotch Show. The following day the Robertson yearling 
bull, Presto of Bregach, topped the auction at $35,000. 


William Robertson, a 32-year old “marginal” farmer, started his 
Angus herd three years ago. Today he has 6 cows and a bull. 
Presto of Bregach, his lone entry at Perth, was the second calf of 
one of his foundation females, Pride of Lanfine, by Jural Eric of 
Candacraig. She was purchased at a Perth fall auction at “a modest 
price.” Sire of the Perth champion is Elderman of Balfron, the 
Robertson herd sire. 


Dropped February 1, 1956, Presto of Bregach early showed that 
he was a prospect and in the late summer shows at Elgin, Gran- 
town and Keith topped his class. He continued to develop and by 
Perth time was considered by veteran cattlemen as the bull to 
watch. 


Raul Firpo of Argentina, well known to American breeders and 
who judged the 1957 Perth show, commended Presto of Bregach for 
his masculine bearing and “wonderful conformation.” He added 
that the Supreme Champion, and the Reserve—Keystone of Gaidrew 
—“are two bulls that any breeder in the world would be proud to 
own.” 


It should also be mentioned that the Gaidrew herd, now world- 
renowned, is very small. The Gaidrew Reserve and Junior Cham- 
pion was a March calf by Pearlstone of Gaidrew six of whose sons 
averaged around $13,000 in the 1956 Perth sale. Dam of Keystone 
of Gaidrew is Ken Pride of Ballintomb, by Black Drummer of 
Rowley. 


Standing next to the Supreme Champion in the senior champion- 
ship class was the Osmond & Son entry, Pampas of Barnoldby, by 
Protus of Greenyards. It was the Osmond herd that furnished the 
Supreme Champion and the champion female at the 1956 Perth 
show, both now owned by L. L. O’Bryan of Lakewood Farm in Wis- 
consin. Pampas of Barnoldby is out of Pam of Kildinny. 


Opinion of Scottish breeders was that the 1957 Perth event 
brought out more tops than were seen a year ago, but that the 
lower end of the offering also had more tail-end cattle than in 1956. 
The 583 bulls sold in the two day auction averaged about $1,425, 
or $235 lower than a year ago. According to press reports United 
States buying was less than a year ago—6 against 9 in 1956—and 
a bit disappointing. Argentina took 27 head, 2 more than last year- 
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South Africa took 3 head and 
West Germany 1, against none 
last year for both countries. 
American buyers included Essar 
Ranch, San Antonio, Texas, pay- 
ing over $15,000 for Estimate of 
Haymount, by Jungle Eric of 
Candacraig. 


In the opinion of other follow- 
ers of the Perth show the event 
was marked by improvement in 
hind legs, “sound thighs and 
hindquarters.” Comment was al- 
so made of the continuing high 
quality of bulls coming from 
England—“it is good to see 
English breeders get a return 
on the money they have been 
spending in females.”

local association and how it can help him 
with his sales problems. Just a little effort 
can be of much assistance to the person 
just starting in the Angus business. 


Our ethics and Arbitration Committee 
calendar is loaded. Some of the cases cross 
over this desk before being sent to the 
chairman. It appears some breeders are 
not trying to settle their differences among 
themselves. I’ve found most folks, when 
they take time to work out an agreement 
among themselves, usually part good 
friends. Often they have had disputes or 
misunderstandings with breeders similar to 
the one they are trying to settle. One of 
the big problems, as seen from this corner, 
people sometimes will not answer letters, 
tempers flare, and the committee gets the 
problem. 


It’s a lot of fun trying to get along with 
people. Did you ever work for more than 
32,000 bosses? The great majority of 
them are reasonable, energetic, individualis- 
tic, but all are trying to make this a better 
breed.

visited we did not find one case of foul foot 
or unsoundnress of legs due to skeletal make- 
up. This was particularly interesting be- 
cause all of the box stalls or pens used in 
housing bulls had concrete floors. 


The general quality of the better cow 
herds was very apparent in its superiority. 
Their top cows are large, roomy cows with 
worlds of quality and great milking charac- 
teristics. By our standards, they are a lit- 
tle longer in their body, which is accounted 
for by extremely long quarters. They have 
a little more length and refinement to their 
necks and exhibit great fleshing qualities. 


Perhaps the most interesting experience 
was witnessing their method of auctioning 
cattle. The crowd and the physical set up 
of the sale is the same, but there the simil- 
arity stops. The auctioneer chants without 
more than a token aid of a public address 
system in a tone slightly louder than con- 
versational speech. He signifies the amount 
that he has been bid and waits for a buyer to 
bid; he then tells the buyer the amount that 
he has bid. To keep from confusing the 
buyer the raises are usually consistent. 
Another feature of the Scottish auction is 
the right of the consignor to refuse sale of 
an animal unless it has exceeded his ap- 
praisal. After the last bid has been made 
he may raise his hand and thus declare the 
animal off the market. The speed of the 
sale interested everyone and is strictly ad- 
hered to by the auctioneers. In this year’s 
sale more than 100 bulls were sold in two 
hours. The champion bull was in the ring 
less than one minute, with 45 seconds re- 
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quired to sell him at 12,000 guineas or 
$35,280. 


While the average of the over-all bull 
sale was down $238 this year, the trade on 
the “crossing-bulls” (term applied to bulls 
destined for cammercial use) was as strong 
and slightly more active than 1956. Ac- 
cording to records maintained by the So- 
ciety the overseas demand was down from 
$173,000 in 1956 to $131,124 this year. Part 
of this was due to the keen competition for 
the top bulls by breeders located right there 
in Scotland and England. Of course, the 
number of top bulls this year exceeded last 
year according to experts over there and 
thus eliminated possible record prices. 


SUMMARY OF 1957 SALE 


538 Bulls—Totaled $848,072-Average $1,454 

The top of 12,000 guineas for the cham- 
pion bull compared with 17,000 guineas paid 
by L. L. O’Bryan of Lakewood Farm, Muk- 
wonago, Wisconsin for last year’s champion 
bull, Black Baron of Barnoldby. 


The female sale was slightly more active 
for American interest with Carlo Paterno, 
Meadow Lane Farm, North Salem, New 
York purchasing the Champion heifer, 
Jingle Bell of Barnoldby, at private treaty 
for John Senior, Jr., Danbury, Connecticut, 
at 2,500 guineas (approximately $7,500). 
Mr. Paterno also selected the reserve cham- 
pion and second reserve champion for his 
own herd.—Lyle V. Springer

After five to seven years of dry 
weather it is going to take a lot of mois- 
ture, and some time, to build back range, 
feed and cattle numbers. The important 
thing is that the dry cycle may have run 
its course. 

. 

The extent of herd depletion is not 
fully known in the dry states. Non- 
government surveys that have been 
made indicate up to 80 per cent in some 
counties in Texas. Figures for the Ed- 
wards Plateau area, the Panhandle and 
other sections show that cattle numbers 
are 20 to 25 per cent of what they were 


in 1951. 
a 


One private survey of a county in west 
Texas shows today’s cattle numbers at 
3,900 head against 27,700 in 1951; 
sheep down to 59,700 from 283,000. To 
further indicate the extent of the trouble 
these ranchers have been through chattel 
mortgages against what stock is remain- 
ing are five times higher than they were 
in 1951 against the larger cattle and 
sheep population. 


The government's estimate of cattle 
numbers as of January 1 show the first 
decline in the national cycle since 1949. 
During 1956 cattle numbers dipped 
1,638,000 to 95,166,000. This figure in- 
cludes a downward revision of 661,000 
head from the original estimate of Janu- 
ary | @ year ago. 


If the cycle follows its customary pat-

tern cattle numbers will slip for the next 
four years, then go up to the next peak in 
about 1965. 

According to the government guess 
states showing declines in cattle numbers 
the past year were Texas (765,000); Kan- 
sas (547,000); Nebraska (209,000); Okla- 
homa (193,000); South Dakota (167,000); 
Montana (149,000); New Mexico (86,- 
000; Washington (60,000); Oregon 
(58,000); New York (46,000). 

= 


On the other hand Illinois and lowa 
led the cattle increase parade with 242,- 
000 and 123,000. Other states showing 
increases included Mississippi with 98,- 
000 head; Florida 88,000; Louisiana 
38,000; Wyoming 34,000.

Talking with a fellow in Missouri the 
other day who is buying commercial 
Angus females to fill an order. One 
bunch on hand representing an outlay of 
$155 a round he figured were $10 to $15 
per head higher than comparable quality 
would have cost in November or Decem- 
ber. 

. 

Speaking of commercial Angus prices 
a report from North Dakota tells of one 
group of more than 200 head that sold 
recently at $165 a round. The Sand Hills 
Cattle Association in Nebraska reports a 
recent sale of around 100 head of fancy 
young Angus cows, half of them eligible 
for registry, at $225 per head with 4 
herd bulls thrown in. 

+ 


With a lot of smaller purebred sales 
offering females in the $135 to $200 
price bracket it would seem that some 
local or state association could do a real 
service to its members and the breed by 
making these females available, in num- 
bers and without chains or papers, for 
commercial beef production. This idea is 
far from new. It has been kicked around, 
verbally, for a long time. But it has 
merit in getting Black cows into the range 
herds in states that have been hit by the 
drouth and where cow buying will re- 
sume when the grass comes back. 

From the standpoint of a top commer- 
cial operator these ex-registered females 
have some disadvantages—a lack of uni- 
formity in type and breeding; calving 
dates that might not fit into range opera- 
tions. However, if offered in numbers, 
it woudl be possible to sort and grade to 
get sizable packages to suit most buyers. 


The fact remains that a lot of men are 
considering changing the color of their

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Heavy marketings of fat cattle during 
the month of February — no this isn’t the 
same old phonograph, nor is the record 
broken, but it was a continuation of big cat- 
tle numbers that have been so apparent on 
the Chicago trade throughout the last quar- 
ter of 1956 and the early part of 1957. 

This heavy influx of fat steers to market 
forced live costs down to their lowest levels 
since last June. All steers averaged $20.35, 
lowest for any monthly period in eight 
months. 

Heavy marketings were only partly to 
blame for the price setbacks, One of the dis- 
heartening factors was the inability of ship- 
pers to distribute their cattle evenly 
throughout the market week. As the case 
has been for some time, shippers have been 
moving a good share of the supply in on 
Monday’s session. Flooding the opening 
market day would cause a drag on the trade 
for the balance of the week despite efforts 
by feeders to hold back following an ex- 
ceptionally large Monday run. 

In the final week in February, cattlemen 
tried desperately to even their distribution 
of cattle and met with some success. It re- 
sulted in fair substantial price gains 
throughout most of the list. 

Granted that orderly marketings are not 
an easy task, this matter should be of con- 
cern to all in the industry. 

The price pattern in February showed fat 
cattle making some recovery following Jan- 
uary’s late break, only to sag during the 
middle of the month and then bounce back 
in the final session. However, the late re- 
covery failed to offset the middle-of-the- 
month losses. 

While cattlemen were struggling against 
lower live costs, processors of meat were 
also confronted with declining dressed 
values. There were times when live costs 
began to show any sort of an upturn, killers 
would just obtain enough to fill a certain 
number of orders and then withdraw from 
the market. At times the undertone of the 
dressed trade seemed more depressing than 
on the live trade. 

Some killers were not only complaining 
of a stagnant wholesale Beef market, but 
also cited the drastic drop in the hide mar- 
ket. Prices paid for hides were at their low- 
est point since the depression days of the 
30s. They related that heavy steer hides at 
$8.50 to $9.50 were off from 9 to 15 per cent 
from the $10 to $10.50 rates a year ago and 
the 1955 average price of $12.38. In 1951 
heavy native steer hides averaged $31.02, 
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which aided in sending steer prices to record 
levels that year. 

Getting back to the steer market, top 
prime steers in February brought $26.00 at 
the outset. However, near the close these 
same kind sold at $24.50, with an odd load 
reaching $25.00 and $25.50. Only six loads 
realized the $26.00 peak. 


Sharpest losses were noted in high choice 
to prime steers weighing above 1300 lbs. 
Numerous loads of high choice steers aver- 
aging from 1300 to 1500 lbs. moved into 
killer channels at prices ranging from $19.00 
to $20.50. Kinds grading good and choice 
and low choice weighing downwards from 
1200 lbs. sold at $20.50 and under, down to 
$18.50 and slightly less. 


Heifers followed the same price pattern 
as steers. High choice to prime weighty 
heifers suffered the biggest part of the 
losses, Top kinds sold at $23.50 at the out- 
set of the month, but worked down to $22.00. 
At one point strictly prime heifers sold at 
$21.50 and $21.75. This drop came in the 
better grades of steers and heifers despite 
the fact that both of these classes were only 
making up a very small percentage of the 
receipts. 


Killers took the bulk of the heifers, con- 
sisting mainly high good to choice grades 
at prices ranging from $18.50 to $21.00, the 
latter price paid for choice kinds early in 
the period. Plainer quality lightweight heif- 
ers grading low good and below generally 
sold downward from the $17.50 mark, some 
standard grades selling around the $14.50 
figure. 


General rains in the Southwest and the 
gradual approach of spring in the Mid-West 
stimulated the demand for light stocker cat- 
tle and calves. The disappointing fat cattle 
market turned finishers away from short- 
turn feeding steers weighing above 800 lbs. 
Good to choice stockers moved into feedlots 
at prices generally ranging from $18.00 to 
$21.50. Choice feeder calves cleared upwards 
from $20.00 with a few sales reported up to 
$23.00. 


The best general rains in five years have 
more than lifted the hopes of stockmen in 
Texas. Although the drought-stricken state 
received its normal amount of rainfall for 
February, it will still take many more 
months of rain to put ranges back into nor- 
mal conditions. Amounts of four to five 
inches have fallen in the Lone Star state 
with the average in most places being 
around two and one-half inches. This relief 
has brightened the outlook of stockmen con- 
siderably, who to some extent anticipate 
higher prices for livestock and lower feed 
rates. This turn of events has brought about 
a complete change in the livestock picture 
when just a few weeks back many were 
ready to toss in the spenge. 


Some in the industry are looking for 
higher fat cattle prices during the month of 
March, relating that stockmen have moved 
a good share of the fat cattle to central 
points and that their feedlots are not quite 
as full as they were at the turn of the new 
year. 


A recent report from Washington showed 
that the calf crop in 1956 was down less

What the approximate 2% drop in the na- 
tional inventory of cattle means for the fu- 
ture is prompting a lot of debate here 
among livestock forecasters. Some think the 
USDA’s New Year count—showing 1.6 mil- 
lion head fewer of cattle and calves than a 
year earlier—points to a better price year 
ahead. 

Others disagree; say things will get worse. 

USDA itself takes a middle position, say- 
ing that cattle prices “are likely to average 
about the same as in 1956.” 

Most folks agree that there will be an- 
other reduction in numbers during the cur- 
rent year—of, say, about 2 million head. 
Slaughter will hold at about last year’s 
level, according to the department’s live- 
stock people. They look for replacements in 
1957 to drop off about 600,000 head. 

Is the decline in numbers the start of a 
long-term downward cycle? That question 
can get you some argument, but everybody 
expects the inventory to continue declining 
as long as there is severe drought. Most of 
the reduction in numbers during 56 occur- 
red in the droughty areas of the country. 
There were relatively sharp declines in New 
Mexico, Colorado, Montana, Texas, Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Nebraska, and the two Da- 
kotas. 

If many more farmers in dry areas are 
forced to liquidate, USDA concludes, 
“slaughter in 1957 would be larger than now 
anticipated and prices lower.” 


Renewed controversy is developing here 
over charges made last year that “market 
manipulations of packers and chain stores” 
are depressing cattle prices, Legislation has 
been introduced again in this session of Con- 
gress to transfer authority for enforcement 
of the Packers & Stockyards Act from the 
USDA to the Federal Trade Commission. 


The Agriculture Department has “shown 
a complete lack of interest” in anti-trust en- 
forcement, charges Sen, Joseph O’Mahoney, 
sponsor of a bill to effect the transfer. “It 
would seem to me” he adds, “that the only 
way the basic and important anti-trust prob- 
lems in the meat industry can be solved is 
to place the jurisdiction over such matters 
squarely upon a bona fide anti-trust agency.” 

Some Western packer groups favor the 
transfer of authority, although the shift is 
opposed by most packer groups in the East 
and Midwest. 

Also against the transfer is Agriculture 
Secretary Benson who nonetheless has in-

dicated that perhaps the packers act is not 
being administered ag vigorously as it might 
be. The Secretary recently ordered his de- 
partment to undertake a survey of “current 
activities and problems related to the in- 
vestigation and regulation under the Pack- 
ers and Stockyards Act of trade practices in 
livestock buying and meat merchandising.” 
The Secretary does not say so, but his or- 
ders are obviously aimed at finding out how 
much substance there may be to charges 
made against packers and chains in Senate 
hearings last summer. At that time, rep- 
resentatives of Western packers and cattle- 
men charged that cattie prices were being 
depressed by (1) buying practices of chain 
stores; and (2) chain store and packer par- 
ticipation in “vertical integration”, includ- 
ing packing, trucking, and cattle feeding. 
Mr. Benson explains that the packers act 
gives his department authority to regulate 
meat industry merchandising practices, but 
indicates that lack of funds has prevented 
USDA from doing much about it. The USDA 
survey ig therefore expected te result in a 
two-fold recommendation by the Secretary: 
Namely, that the department be allowed to 
continue enforcing the act, but also be given 
more funds in order to do a better job. 


A deferred-grazing payment program in 
drought areas was almost sure as we went 
to press. Only question was whether the 
“little soil bank,” as it has been called, would 
be one proposed by Capitol Hill, or another 
outlined by USDA. 


The department program called for ex- 
panded payments, via the ACP, to ranchers 
who agree to keep stock off rundown range 
for a specified period. Approval of extra 
funds by Congress probably would be re- 
quired. 

The Benson plan in large part was an ef- 
fort to head off a congressional bill. This 
legislation would provide payments,of about 
$1 to $1.25 per acre to ranchers who moved 
cattle and sheep from droughty range for a 
minimum of one year. 

USDA officiaig insisted passage of such a 
bill might result in heavy slaughter and 
lower market prices; and, in any case, would 
be difficult to administer because of lack of 
fencing. 

Handling payments through ACP would 
be relatively simple, the department thinks, 


because administrative machinery is already 
in operation. 


Here are some 1957 price supports an- 
nounced recently by USDA, and how they 
compare with those of 1956: 

Feed grains. Oats, barley, rye, and sor- 
ghum grains were all set at 70% of parity 
for 1957, compared with 76% last year as 
required by the Agricultural Act of 1956. 
New ’57 supports figure out at 60¢ per 
bushel for oats, 94¢ for barley, $1.15 for rye, 
and $1.83 per hundredweight for grain sor- 
ghums. Levels for last year’s crops have 
been $1.97 per hundred for sorghum grains, 
65¢ per bushel for oats, $1.02 for barley, 
$1.27 for rye. 

Soybeans. Support for 1957 will be 70% 
of parity and $2.09 per bushel, compared 
with 75% and $2.15, for the 1956 crop. 


Taking a long look at the broad picture, 
marketing officials in the USDA have come 
up with the conclusion that there will be 
“a continuation of the steady rise of recent 
years in marketing costs” for beef and other 
food products. 

Reasons given are three: (1) Services 
provided by the marketing system will in- 
crease compared with those performed by 
farmers in producing raw materials. (2) 
Workers in processing and distribution of 
food products will increase relative to the 
workers and resources in agriculture. (3) 
Distribution and processing costs will go up 
more than agricultural production costs. 

In 1955, the market researchers note, labor 
costs made up 470% of the marketing bill; 
transportation, 13%; corporation profits 
about 6%; and “other costs and profits” 
34%. 


Many Congressmen about now are expect- 
ed to start firing at the USDA report on 
“possible improvements in the parity for- 
mula” sent to Capitol Hill the other day. 
The department advised that the present 
parity formula should be maintained, ex- 
cept that the 1910-14 parity base be aban- 
doned in favor of a 1947-56 base. The fact 
that this would mean about a 2% drop in 
present parity prices has aroused charges 
that the 55-page report is another attempt 
by Mr. Benson to reduce farm guarantees. 

The official study rejects a party formula 
whose object would be to relate farm in-

search and experience—progress in animal breeding; feeding; physiology; disease and par- 
asite control; management; marketing; and processing, storing and distribution of meat, 
milk, and eggs. This progress is the result of experiments and experiences that have ex- 
tended from the farms and ranches to the nation’s kitchens. But this is not the end of 
progress; bigger and better things are on the way provided we do not starve the goose 
(research) that laid the golden egg. 


Cost of Producing a Calf to Weaning Age 

How much does it cost you to produce a calf to weaning age? 

Recently, my colleagues and I made a questionnaire-survey, on a limited basis, of the 
cost of producing a calf to weaning age in the state of Washington. No claim is made that 
the figures obtained are representative of all the beef cattle enterprises of the state, be- 
cause not enough questionnaires were sent out and the names were not selected scientif- 
ically. However, the following summary, based on 30-cow-and-calf operations, is intriguing:

Thus, in “order to break even and assum- 
ing a sale price of 25¢ per pound, a cattle- 
man would have to wean off a 322 pound 
calf, A 450 pound calf, at the same price, 
would net $32.15 per cow; but a 300 pound 
calf sold at 25¢ per pound would lose $5.35. 

The above facts, along with those revealed 


in two recent Washington State College 
Bulletins (Bulletin 562, Problems and Prac- 
tices of American Cattlemen; and Bulletin 
567, Problems and Practices of Washington 
Cattlemen) suggest that cow-and-calf men 
need to give special attention to the follow-

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ly MY last article I stated that according 
to my observations present trends indicate 
still greater Angus progress. In that article 
I dealt primarily with the family question 
as it effects our breed’s future. The fact 
that there seems to be a lull in the exploita- 
tion of “hot” families or so called “prefer- 
red” families seems to indicate that breed- 
ers are using better judgment as to the 
value the preferred family name can give 
to a pedigree which should tend to increase 


confidence in the breed from a sound busi- 
ness standpoint. 


I should like now to discuss briefly an- 
other fad which in recent years, in my 
opinion, has been harmful to our breed 
which now apparently has been recognized 
by most breeders as unsound, And this is 
the preference that has been given for pony 
type cattle by too many of our breeders and 
which now is also on the decline. And in my 
opinion this fallacy has been checked before 
it has had time to do the breed a great deal 
of harm, As nearly as I can recall, it was in 
the late twenties or early thirties that re- 
ports were conspicuously circulated that a 
new type of beef animal had been developed 
that was going to revolutionize the beef pro- 
duction of the United States. This type had 
been perfected by a certain breeder of a 
breed other than the Angus and had become 
known as the compressed type. It was a 
most unusually compact animal with ex- 
tremely short legs and of small stature. Al- 
though this kind of an animal was, as a 
rule, covered with a good quality of flesh, 
it did not mature to enough weight to make 
it profitable for the commercial producer. 
But while commercial producers were find- 
ing this out, animals of this type became 
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favorites in the showrings and sale-rings 
with the result that they became popular 
with breeders of the breed in which they 
originated. And they were used extensively 
for the foundation of new herds. 

Noting the apparent success of this com- 
pressed type, some of our Angus breeders 
were influenced to still further increase the 
compactness and the lowsetness of their an- 
imals, characteristics for which Angus cat- 
tle had long been known, They had also been 
noted for their outstanding efficiency as 
beef producers, largely due to their aptitude 
as feeders and rustlers. In the case of Angus 
cattle, it seemed to this writer that the 
adoption of the pony type by some of our 
breeders was merely an example of the 
mistake so commonly made in any line of

pursuit, switching to something which is 
currently popular. 


At any rate, extremely compact, lowset 
Angus became dominate in many of the 
showrings of our country and for some time 
it appeared, as it had with the breed which 
first produced this phenomena, that a dis- 
tinct improvement in beef production had 
been attained, which encouraged still further 
concentration on the production of this kind 
of an animal, And for a time, an animal of 
size and substance, no matter how good it 
might be, was handicapped in showring 
competition with his extremely refined pony 
type competitor. As time went on, however, 
the voice of the commercial producer be- 
came heard. These people who are the back- 
bone of the purebred beef breeding industry 
had found that these overly refined and un- 
dersized cattle were not giving them the 
results that they had received from larger 
animals. They wanted sappy bulls, with 
plenty of scale, with enough length of leg 
under them to negotiate rough terrain and 
to satisfactorily serve cows of proper size. 
Consequently they began to shun the small, 
fine boned animals and made their purchases 
of bulls from breeders who had not been 
stampeded into radically changing the type 


and size of their animals. This made it dif- 
ficult, particularly in the West, for the 
breeder of pony type cattle to find a market 
for his bulls. And as is well known, without 
a market at fair prices for his bulls, the 
average breeder can not long exist. 

This situation has become fully realized 
with the result that breeders are now going 
back as fast as they can to cattle of the 
size to give the best results commercially. 

It has been established beyond doubt by 
constructive breeders that proper size can 
be maintained in our Angus cattle without 
sacrificing any of the qualities which, down 
through the entire history of the breed, have 
made Angus cattle stand out as the most 
economical producer of the highest quality 
of beef. As a matter of fact, if one will 
study the history of the breed in the United 
States, it will become apparent that it was 
during the period when Angus of proper 
size were being produced, bulls of a ton or 
more and mature cows of around twelve 
hundred to fifteen hundred pounds, were the 
golden days of the breed in America, These 
were the days when Angus cattle were win- 
ning victory after victory over their ecom- 
petitors in the fat classes of interbreed com- 
petition at the greatest shows of the world. 
They were known then for their compact- 
ness and easy fleshing qualities and their 
superiority in quality meat due to the unique 
distribution of fat and lean which excelled 
that of any other beef animal. 

They had not only the size in those days 
to produce a profitable carcass, but they 
also possessed the other qualities which go 
to make up the most desirable beef animal. 
They had them to the extent that with the 
exception of one year, Angus cattle have 
proved supreme in the International carcass 
contest. 

Fortunately for the Angus breed the trend 
for breeding smaller animals has been halted 
before the breed has suffered a great deal 
of harm. And with breeders everywhere now 
realizing that to be successful they must 
produce cattle with proper size as well as 
correct conformation, I predict that future 
progress is assured and that within the next 
decade Angus cattle will have reached still 
another higher plateau. 

Knowing as we do, however, that we 
Americans are prone to go to extremes, we 
should guard against going too far in the 
other direction, We certainly do not want 
to breed a coarse, long legged and otherwise 
ungainly animal of poor feeding qualities 
and a low dressing percentage. We will be 
on safer ground if we adopt the middle 
course and aim for a medium sized animal, 
possessed of the qualities for which our 
great breed has always been noted. 

As I reflect on Aberdeen-Angus history, 
Hugh Watson comes to my mind ag the 
founder of our breed. He welded together 
the “Doddies” of Angus, the “humlies” of 
Buchan, the “Black Falkand” cattle of Fife, 
the “Duns” of the Farfer Glenn and the

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Soil Fertility and Animal Health

IX. Soil Organic Matter. Crops Must Grow Their Own, 


Crop rotations, or a sequence of different crops on the same 
soil, have had pronounced emphasis in our soil and crop manage- 
ments. There has been this emphasis in spite of the fact that 
Nature grows her crops to the climax of each of them by keeping 
the same crop continuously on the same soil and in the same place. 
Crop rotations are the most economical way of harvesting maxi- 
mum crops. Consequently, they are also the quickest way of de- 
pleting the soil most rapidly of its inorganic fertility under such 
crop removal. 


The records of critical studies of extended cropping systems 
and of changing soil fertility supplies have established this fact 
clearly. In soil management, we use limestone, rock phosphate and 
processed inorganic salts as fertilizers to put back some of the 
inorganic elements which plants use and crops remove. But in that 
practice we are not reminding ourselves that Nature is doing that 
too in building to a climax of crop production. But she is also put- 
ting back organic fertilizers simultaneously. Her return of fertility 
in both the inorganic and the organic forms is equal to the contents 
of the entire crop grown. We have been neglecting this latter half, 
namely, the organic portion, of the requirements of managing soils 
as well as Nature has been managing them before we took them 
over under our management. 


Experiences are accumulating which show healthier plants, less 
pests and higher quality of crops when more organic matter and 
less chemical salts represent the return of fertility in the efforts 
to rebuild and to maintain that phase of the soil. The whole sub- 
ject of heaithy microbes, healthy plants and healthy animals needs 
to be studied in our agriculture when that complete return of all 
fertility elements in their organic combinations serves in Nature’s 
way of growing the crops of all life forms to a climax without 
ministrations of drugs, poisons, and medicines. 


Any Ecological Climax Offers Suggestions. 


It might be helpful to observe that natural crops, or those in 
the wild, exhibit their growth year after year in the same place. 
When any crop finds the inorganic fertility in proper balance for 
its specific physiological processes, then that crop takes over. It 
becomes bigger and better annually until it reaches what is called 
an ecological climax. Then it declines gradually. This is a case of a 
particular plant fitting into all the factors of growth, self-protec- 
tion and reproduction in that particular location better than any 
other plant would fit. Grasses observed in the wild suggest that 
the inorganic fertility must be more delicately and more properly 
balanced for each particular species in one place than in another 
(Figure 1-IX). On the high mountains, where disintegrating rocks 
are washed into a lower area, we marvel at the pure stand of some 
flowering species. The botanist observes and inquires, “That is an 
ecological climax. Why can’t we manage our crops to have them 
equally as healthy and grow equally as well?” He too forgets the 
contribution by the organic matter as essential fertility itself. We 
have seen the “ash” chemistry but not the “organic” chemistry in 
the soil under nutrition of healthy plants. 

The natural forests are similar illustrations. In starting a plant- 
ing of one for conservation’s sake, the forester says, “We must 
establish a pure stand and build up its forest floor which excludes 
all else.” He means to tell us that when the soil of the forest is 


well covered with the dead leaves or needles and other forms of

organic matter contributed by that particular species, then, the 
forest trees will grow best and be healthiest. They will grow to- 
ward their ecological climax, namely, a pure stand of them with no 
defective ones, each capable of protecting itself against diseases 
and pests, and exhibiting the ecological law of unique fitness for 
that soil-climatic setting to the exclusion of other species. 

In the climaxes of Nature, there is always illustrated the prop- 
er setting so far as the cycle of accumulated inorganic soil fer- 
tility (with small annual additions from the mineral part of the 
soil) feeds that crop more completely for survival there than it 
would any other crop. In agronomic research, there is now the 
increasing effort to learn how to meet each crop’s need for in- 
organic fertilizers in proper ratios and amounts by growing it 
continuously rather than in a rotation. We are, thereby, learning 
slowly how different crops vary in what they create in their organic 
products as animal nutrition. We are learning also how those 
products from the same crop vary because the fertility of the soil 
nourishing it varies. 

We have done little, however, to learn what that creative pro- 
cedure does to keep each crop healthy in.that setting of complete 
return of the crop as the organic fertilizer for the next crop. By 
that emphasis on only the inorganic nutrition, and by growing the 
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plants in one place continuously, we have succeeded in producing 
much yield as crop bulk. At the same time there has too often 
resulted, (a) the lowered nutritional value of it as feed, (b) plants 
less healthy in terms of their own internal protection against 
microbial and insect attacks, and (c) a failing reproduction or a 
decline of the species. These facts are a powerful suggestion that 
we have failed to consider the simple truth that in Nature’s 
ecological climax, not only the simple inorganic elements in cyle of 
removal from, and complete return to, the soil are serving in plant 
nutrition; but also that plants are nourished but taking up, as well, 
in their nutrition many organic compounds which are in the same 
cycle. There is the further evidence that organic compounds, re- 
sulting from the decay of past generations of their own particular 
kind, serve as their organic nutrition to a greater advantage than 
dead generations of other plant species. Such facts tell us that in 
the struggle to grow healthy life forms rather than sick ones in 
agricultural production, we ought to turn our attention to the 
organic matter which crops produce in themselves and return to 
the soil as it is organic nutrition for the next crop. The cow’s 
health ought to profit by such attention as much as anything else 
that agriculture produces. 


Rotations. The Quickest Way to MINE the Soil. 


How the belief and the implicit faith in crop rotations as a help 
in maintaining the soil’s productive capacity became so well estab- 
lished is difficult to understand. It is self-evident from industry 
that one cannot produce and ship out a manufactured product 
regularly without bringing in raw materials continually. Surely 
agricultural production via soil as the factory is no exception. Yet 
in an extensive reference work, published no later than 1954, there 
is the following statement under the heading of “Maintenance of 
Soil Productivity.” The writer says, “Improved crop rotations are of 
greater importance than any single practice . . . It would be im- 
possible to over-emphasize the importance of crop rotations to 
control diseases, maintain fertility, prevent erosion and maintain 
soil structure. Each farmer and gardner must learn which rota- 
tions are best for his soil.” 


This contention implies that the mere rotation, or a kind of 
crop juggling, does good, per se, for the soil. According to the 
results from long continued cropping on many experiment station 
fields, quite the opposite is the truth. Rotations are the speediest 
way to exhaust the soil’s productivity. They do not maintain the 
fertility of the farmer’s soil. He, himself, must do that in terms 
of both its inorganic and organic matters returned for their main- 
tenance as the supplies that are built into crops. 


Studies at the Missouri Agricultural Experiment Station on 
Sanborn Field, one of the several oldest in the United States, con- 
tradict the report of the above quotation. Since 1888 some rotations 
of two, three, four, and six years in length, and of various combina- 
tions of corn, oats, wheat, clover and timothy have had their modi- 
fying effects on the maintenance of the soil fertility under critical 
chemical measures regularly. The longest rotation, namely, six 
years of corn, oats, wheat, clover, timothy and timothy—for which 
sod part of three years much conservation effect is usually claimed 
—has exhausted the soil of its fertility to a lower level than even 
the soil under continuous cropping by. corn, oats, wheat, and timothy 
for the several fertility elements commonly considered. The soil 
of the plot under the six-year rotation, with all crops removed and 
nothing but seeding returned, was lowest of nearly forty plots in 
the supply of exchangeable potassium. (Figure 2-IX). Of all the 
untreated plots, it was the lowest in exchangeable magnesium, In 
calcium, its exchangeable supply represented only 30 percent of 
saturation, when 75 percent is considered the optimum. Its pH 
value was 4.6, one of the lowest and thereby one of the most acid 
plots of this old field. In phosphorus, it was next to the lowest of 
all the plots, namely, the one in continuous timothy with no soil 
treatment, and both of such a low value for phosphorus for which 
even the test itself cannot be highly discriminatory. Its supply of 
organic matter was also next to the lowest of all plots, namely, 
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Figure 2-IX. The soil in the plot under the six-year rotation of corn, oats, wheat, 
clover, timothy since 1888 was more depleted of its fertility than that of the plots 
growing these separate crops continuously. The wheat crop failure (upper photo, 
Plot No. 13) illustrates the contrast of this crop with that on the adjoining plot 
(right, No. 12, shown also in the lower photo) on which less than three tons of 
manure annually was the only soil treatment. 


the soil under continuous corn with no soil treatment since 1888 
and all crops removed. 

Since the differences in the organic matter can be measured by 
the differences in the total nitrogen of the soil, it is significant to 
note that the six-year rotation during fifty years of cropping, with 
crop removal and no soi] treatment, deplected the soil’s supply of 
this phase of fertility more than was true for the separate crops 
in the rotation grown continuously. Where the total loss of nitrogen 
from the soil’s original supply under the rotated crops was 1180 
pounds per acre, the average loss of nitrogen from the several 
plots growing each of the same crops continuously was only 1070 
pounds per acre. In terms of this loss from the soil’s original stock 
of fertility, namely, the burning out of the virgin organic matter, 
the longest rotation mined the soil faster than the average of the 
separate continuous crops. 

We dare no longer say, if we are to be truthful to the facts of 
Nature, that “Improved crop rotations are of greater importance 
than any single practice,” when speaking of the maintenance of 
soil productivity. Rotations do not live up to such claims for them 
when a six-year rotation in fifty years was so destructive to what 
may well be called “the constitution of the soil.” Even this long 
rotation in its late years with nearly three years of no crop re- 
moval because of crop failures of clover, timothy and timothy, was 
also near-failures of the crops of corn, oats and wheat in spite of

In THESE days of pinch between costs and 
selling price many herd owners are giving 
renewed appraisal of some of the funda- 
mentals of beef prodtiction. For this reason 
a study under way on the beef cattle farm at 
Iowa State College at Ames, with Bruce R. 
Taylor in charge, is of special significance. 


Briefly the work at Ames involves this 
question: can a man farming highly pro- 
ductive crop land worth $400 to $500 an acre 
afford to raise beef cattle? From the work 
that has been done, and which will continue 
for several more years, the answer is in the 
positive. Especially if the herd can be win- 
tered for 14 cents a day, as is the case with

some of the fleshier cows at Ames, and if 
new techniques in crop handling are followed, 


The Iowa work involves a herd of com- 
mercial beef cows, However, practically all 
of the fundamentals being worked out can 
also be applied to purebred herd. The study, 
as Bruce Taylor explains it, is not to see if 
feeder calves can be raised more cheaply 
than a range operator can do it but rather 
how a beef herd can be used to fully utilize 
the roughage production of a highly pro- 
ductive farm. 


As the Iowa beef cattle man points out 
greater net returns from a commercial beef 
herd stem from four sources — increased 
calving percentages; heavier weaning 
weights; increased return through breeding 
up quality and thereby increasing the sell- 
ing price; decreased cost of handling the 
cow herd, Again these are factors in which 
the registered breeder is interested. 


The new lowa beef cattle experimental 
farm consists of 200 acres of highly produc- 
tive land northwest of Ames and north of 
the town of Ontario, On this farm a herd of 
90 cows is being maintained. The roughage 
produced is being used to maintain the cows. 
The grain grown goes into the calf crop 
which is fed out for market. The aim is to

produce all of the feed (with the exception 
of a little protein or mineral), roughage and 
bedding. To do this requires some new tech- 
niques and equipment. 


The rotation on this lowa farm is a typical 
one of corn-corn-oats-meadow. The farm is 
practically all tillable with the exception of 
a small creek bottom pasture. Under the 
system that is set up the cow herd must be 
carried as economically as possible. This 
means that the cows get no grain, other 
than that in sorgo heads in the silage. The 
cows are kept in good breeding condition. 
The aim is to have them gain 150 pounds be- 
tween weaning a calf in the fall and their 
next calf. To do this it is necessary to keep 
check on weights—not only of the cows but 
on their feed consumption. As mentioned 
before a group of cows that went into the 
winter in good flesh have been carried at a 
daily cost of 14 cents. Their daily ration has 
consisted of 53 pounds of atlas and corn 
stover silage, 4 pounds of ground corn cobs 
and one-half pound of a mineral mixture. 
Another group of cows bought in Montana 
last fall were in rather thin condition. To 
get the 150 extra pounds on them during 
the latter part of their gestation period it 
has been necessary to increase their feed 
and add 1 pound of soybean meal daily. This 
has boosted their wintering cost to 24 cents 
a day. The ration mentioned may seem 
rather skimpy to a man who likes to feed 
his cows with a scoop shovel, Actually these 
cows are in good flesh and have a lot of 
bloom. 
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“Corn silage is, of course, hard to beat,” 
the lowa beef man points out, “But it is too 
good, and too costly, to use for wintering 
cows.” So Atlas sorgo, with its big tonnage 
yields can be substituted to get maximum 
per-acre roughage returns—up to 20 tons in 
favorable years. But since corn must be 
grown to provide the grain to finish out the 
calf crop corn stalk silage is also put up. 
The operation has been to harvest the corn 
when the ears have about 30 per cent mois- 
ture, At this stage the stalks still make 
good silage. At the Ontario experimental 
farm the harvested corn is put through a 
hammermill and stored in glass-lined steel 
silos. The resulting product, while a bit 
yeasty in odor, makes a feed relished by the 
fattening cattle. 

In the Iowa maximum-production beef 
herd test it is figured that the 200 acre farm 
will produce 500 tongs of cornstalk silage an- 
nually, (This past season the drouth forced 
the use of more sorgo than would usually be 
the case.) In addition 50 tons of corn cobs 
would be produced, We mentioned previous- 
ly that the wintering ration contained 4 
pounds of ground cobs per head daily, the 
cobs put on the silage. But the cobs also 
figure into the bedding requirements of the 
cow herd and the fattening calves. 

“Buying straw is out of the question, 
economically,” Bruce Taylor explained. 
“Straw is worth about as much per ton as 
alfalfa hay around here.” But the grinding 
of corn cobs for bedding, he thinks, will have 
to involve a machine not yet on the market. 
A hammermill with a half inch screen works 
all right for the cobs fed. But to crack cobs 
for the other use is slow and expensive with 
present equipment. In the cob department 
the 1956 drouth aiso loused up the program 
at the experimental farm—cobs had to be 
bought to spell out the short supply on the 
farm. 

Summer forage under this program, of 
course, has to make use of rotation stands of 
alfalfa and grass mixtures since there is 
little permanent pasture as such. Everything 
that grows goes through a forage chopper. 
Oats grown as the cover crop for the new 
seeding is put into the bunker silos, as is 
much of the. alfalfa-grass seeding, Work 
has been done on clipping pasture, rather 
than turning the cows into the meadow, and 
more will be done to get cost comparisons. 
As mentioned before the drouth interfered 
with the 1956 plans. From pasture clipping 
work that has been done at the western 
Iowa experimental farm near Castana it 
appears that this method of use, rather than

In addition to the cow herd of 90 head various steer 


feeding tests also are conducted here. 
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grazing, gives the best “mileage” from a 
given acreage of forage. The figures from 
the Castana studies, with steers, indicates 
that clipping forage produces from 1% to 2 
times as much beef per acre than does 
grazing. In one pasture season steers on 
pasture gained 176 pounds; steers fed clip- 
pings gained 270 pounds per acre, plus 1% 
tons of hay produced per acre. Had all of 
the pasture been clipped and fed green the 
beef return per acre would have been 439 
pounds. 

So much for economical feeding, Mention- 
ed before were other factors affecting beef 
return, One of major importance is calving 
percentage. A gain of 10 per cent in calving 
rate—say from an 85 per cent rate to one of 
95 per cent—“automatically adds 50 pounds 
per head to the weaning weight of the calf 
crop produced,” Taylor points out. The first 
step in getting this higher percentage, pro- 
viding the bulls are all right and in suffi- 


cient number, is the elimination of all cows 
that are shy breeders or irregular producers. 

Further culling is being done in the Iowa 
beef herd test when calves are weaned. Cows 
that are poor milkers also leave, In culling 
the cow herd in the fall weights and grades 
on the calves are important, Taylor points 
out, otherwise some good cows are apt to be 
taken out of the herd. Going through some 
of the herd records he pointed out calves 
that had been “poppers”. “But their mothers, 
rated only on looks, might have been culled. 
But they had raised a good calf and had 
milked themselves down. And some of the 
cows that came through in the best flesh 
had raised the sorriest calf. This is the kind 
that should go.” 

Just what it costs to produce beef calves 
under the Iowa State set-up will not be 
known until more than one full calf crop has 
been raised from the 90 cows being main-

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What Are We Going To Do > 
To Help The President?

President Eisenhower has said that this “Farm Problem” is one 
of our most baffling economic problems. 

He was referring to the problem of food and feed price in- 
stability and surpluses. 

It is no wonder that this problem seems baffling to him with 
everyone erroneously calling it a “Farm Problem” when actually 
it is a “City Problem”. It is a retailer-consumer problem. 

With practically all the stores and most of the consumers located 
in the towns and cities, it is not right, te allow this problem to be 
branded as the “Farm Problem”. We should help Ike and everyone 
else recognize and understand this. 

Applying the “cure” to the farms, instead of the cities, is like 
putting the “salve on the wrong shoulder”. It costs a lot and makes 
quite a mess, but it doesn’t help much. But if we apply the neces- 
sary “cure” to the right places we can whip this problem in short 
order largely because of these simple facts. 


If the protein hunger in the U. S. A. which is left unsatisfied 
each year was filled with beef protein exclusively, it would take at 
least 1% more beef industries besides the ones we already have. 
If the protein hunger in the world was to be satisfied, it would take, 
each year, about as much protein as has been produced in all the 
beef in the U. S. A. since 1900. Our present surpluses of food and 
feed are not a drop in the bucket compared to this. 


But you might ask “Why then do we still have surpluses?” The 
answer is simple. Food retailers have never gotten out and sold the 
protein people need. Today food protein of proper nutritive quality 
can be made available at a price practically every budget in the 
world can afford. Farm products and by-products of almost every 
type and description can be used to furnish this protein including 
every pound of beef we can possibly produce for generations to 
come. 


But again I stress, this will never profit we farmers and ranch- 
ers until retailers get out and sell food shoppers the protein they 
need to satisfy the protein hunger of their families and feed them 
well. If this is ever going to be done, it’s got to be done in the 
towns and cities. That’s where the problem is, and that’s where it’s 
got to be whipped. 


We can fight against accepting this fact. We can ignore it if we 
want. Or we can get on the ball and help do something construc- 
tive about it. And one of these constructive things is to help Presi- 
dent Eisenhower get zeroed in on this problem of developing our 
food protein markets so he can exert the necessary leadership in 
the places where a President can and should help. 


During the years immediately preceding World War I we did 
not have a food and feed surplus or price instability problem. Our 
per capita consumption of food protein in 1909 was equal to that of 
today and we find the net retail prices shoppers were paying for 


protein were reasonably stable. As a result so were the prices 
stable which farmers and ranchers received. 

From that period on, retail protein prices became increasing 
unstable most of the time right up to today. As a result farm 
prices have boomed and busted, too. Per capita protein consump- 
tion started to fall off by 1914. By 1922 people knew a problem 


was rapidly developing, but never recognized it as being primarily 
a food protein marketing problem—a city problem. 

By 1932 millions were screaming for a president who would do 
something about it. Per capita protein consumption reached a low 
in the 1935-39 period. Those were years when it appeared that we 
had food and feed surpluses running out of our ears. We only got 
rid of these surpluses when protein consumption rates started to 
increase in the U. S. A. during the early 1940’s and we supplied 
our Armed Forces and allies overseas. 

Back during the early ’30’s we got into the habit of asking 
“What is the president going to do to help the farmer?” 

It is high time for us to ask “What are we going to do to help 
the President?” 


I am not the only one that is beginning to think along these 
lines. Many different governmental schemes to solve the so-called 
“Farm Problem” have come and gone over the past 25 years, and 
we still have it with us; bigger and more costly than ever—but 
fortunately no longer baffling. 

Today we know where the markets are. As I have pointed out 
several times before, they are primarily the food protein markets. 
We know what has to be done to develop these markets and to sell 
food protein at a stable price thus largely stabilizing farm prices 
and getting rid of the surpluses. We have discussed this in detail 
in previous articles. 

Now the problem is to gather up a team and get the job done. 
This takes leadership. The big question is “Can we get the leader- 
ship we need?” 

This is one time when we are all going to have to use the brains 
and common sense our good Creator gave us. If we do this we can 
help the President lead the nation’s Agriculture and food industry 
out of the incredible mess we find it in today. 

There can be no doubt that we need a leader. We need a Presi- 
dent who recognizes the seriousness of the problem and is willing 
to get down to the simple fundamentals and understand it. We 
need a man in the White House who wants to see the problem 
solved in the market place and will avoid employing it as a political 
tool to advance his own personal power. I believe we will all agree 
that President Eisenhower is that kind of a man. With the elec- 
tions over, he is the President we must work with the next four 
years and I am sure we will all be glad to do it. 

But President Eisenhower’s recognition of the fact that some- 
thing is wrong and that something must be done about it is not 
enough. There is an awful lot that he, as well as the rest of us 
must do, and that brings up the problem of economic advisers and 
experts. 

The millions of words of advice the President has received from 
economic specialists has not always been constructive. In fact, the 
number of economists in the world today who have sufficient educa- 
tion in physics, mathematics, chemistry, phychology and the many 
other branches and sub-branches of science necessary to a thorough 
understanding of agriculture and the food industry and the utiliza- 
tion of foods are few and far between. As I mentioned before in 
previous articles the whole great branch of economics which we call 
Protein Economics has been almost completely overlooked and un-

studied by our economic specialists. So has the field of Protein 
Engineering. 

This means that the “brain trusters” of an earlier era as well 
as the economic advisers of today have not studied, nor widely 
published upon the subject of food protein, how much it costs in 
different foods, protein price trends and fluctuations at farm, 
wholesale and retail levels, how protein costs tie in with the cost 
of all the other materials and services which people buy and sell, 
efficiencies of protein production processes, and production rates. 
In other words, economic advisers of past and present administra- 
tions have advised our presidents on problems which affect farmers 
without knowing the economics and engineering of agriculture’s 
most valauble product, namely food protein. This sounds fantastic, 
but it is true. They have sat around pushing a pencil trying to 
solve our economic ills, without knowing the simple dollars and 
cents of the protein that built the hand that was pushing the pencil. 
This is absolutely one of the most moronic situations I have ever 
encountered. 

I know that farmers and ranchers have long suspected that our 
nations economic advisers did not have all the answers and now I 
believe I have made it perfectly clear that your suspicions are well 
founded in fact. 

Unfortunately President Eisenhower, like the rest of us, is a 
victim of this type of economic advice. He and the Secretary of 
Agriculture, Mr. Benson, are surrounded, or more accurately en- 
guifed, by these well meaning, but inadequately educated people. 
I have met a number of them personally and the really honest, in- 
telligent ones tell me frankly that they just didn’t have the op- 
portunity to learn what they should have in school and that they 
will need a lot of help to get their feet on the ground. The rest 
of them try to run a bluff to cover up, and wind up making fools 
of themselves. 

Now if this sort of thing was happening on the planet Mars it 
would probably not be of any great concern to us, but it isn’t. It’s 
happening right here. It is the very thing that has helped bring on 
the price-cost squeeze that many of us are feeling right now. 

If you are so well insulated with good green cash as not to feel 
this squeeze, then what I am about to say is of no concern to you. 
But if you feel that old economic bite and would like to ease it off 
a bit, then we better get down to business and help President 
Eisenhower get our economic advisers reeducated. And I mean 
reeducated in the most thorough manner possible. 

So let us start at the beginning and see what they should learn. 
Obviously they should realize that if every farmer, rancher, day 
laborer and all the rest of us had enough food, clothing, shelter, 
medical, hygenical, inspirationa! and entertainment materials, plus 
air, light, water and sufficient good earth to live upon, to satisfy 
our legitimate WANTS and fill our NEEDS, our present-day 
economic problems, including the price-cost squeeze, would dwindle 
to utter insignificance. 

It is equally obvious that not everyone has this, and millions 
have to work mighty hard to get even an insufficient supply of 
these Fundamental Materials. All this work which still yields an 
insufficient supply is the price-cost squeeze in a nut shell. 

So the ultimate answer to this economic problem is a sufficient 
supply these Fundamental Materials to satisfy our WANTS and 
those of our families for the present and the foreseeable future. This 
is the way, and the only way, the farmer’s and rancher’s economic 
problems are going to be solved for there is no solution of an in- 
dividual’s economic problems without sufficient Fundamental 
Materials. 

These Fundamental Materials must be produced, protected and 
distributed so we can consume or ultilize them. This must be done 
with due regard to all pertinent aspects of Safety, Quality, Quan- 
tity, Unit Cost and the Morale of the individuals involved including 
customs, habits and religious preferences and what each one of 
these materials will do for each of us. 

In other words, I have again outlined the same old ABC’s of 
sound business operation which we discussed in previous articles. 
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They are as sound and scientific as the sun coming up out of the 
east and we can’t go wrong by putting them to work. 

Now if President Eisenhower is going to get sound advice his 
advisers must thoroughly study and make sure that they know 
what peoples’ WANTS are. These WANTS include for the most 
part: to survive; raise a family; good health; personal comfort and 
enjoyment; attractive appearance; social prestige; economic and 
material security; to live free, efficient, orderly lives; and last but 
not least peace of mind; emotional tranquillity and spiritual 
security. 

They must know the Fundamental Materials and also the con- 
stituents of these materials, which are needed to help satisfy these 
WANTS. This means that they must have sufficient educational 
background in all the physical and social sciences so they really un- 
derstand the physical and chemical properties of these materials, 
their economics and their use. This calls for far more broadly and 
thoroughly educated men and women than we have generally turned 
out of our colleges and universities to date. 

They must know the Safe sources of supply of these Funda- 
mental Materials and understand the details of their safe distribu- 
tion and utilization. They must know the many Quality factors of 
each of them and their constituents. They must recognize those 
materials which have as yet insufficient quality standards estab- 
lished in trade and help establish them. This is necessary so that 
when the materials arrive at the consumption level they will possess 
the proper physical and chemical properties to do the job and be ac- 
ceptable to the consumer in so far as the reaction of these materials 
with the five senses, namely sight, touch, taste, smell and hearing 
are concerned. 

The President’s economic experts should know the Quantity of 
each of the Fundamental Materials and their constituents which 
are needed to satisfy the peoples’ WANTS. They should know the 
quantity and location of that available, what is actually in surplus 
and what is actually short. 

If and when the experts come down from the clouds and do this, 
the President will get a most welcome surprise and so will all the 
rest of us because we are far closer to the Age of Abundance than 
most of us have ever dreamed. But we must have men and women 
who are truely experts with enough common sense and persistancy 
to add up the score and let everyone know where we stand. 

Our president’s economic advisers must keep continually abreast 
with the price, or cost of each of the Fundamental Materials and 
their constituents. This of course includes the present costs of our 
food constituents, particularly food protein, which has been so 
grossly neglected and left largely unstudied and unreported. 

The costs of the Fundamental Materials should be calculated in 
terms of land use and human effort to procure them, as well as in 
dollars and cents. The entire cost, both direct and indirect, of our 
nations supply of such materials should be calculated and charged 
against these materials and only these materials, so the President 
and the rest of us, can see what percent of our national productive 
effort is actually being spent to produce, protect and distribute our 
food, our clothing etc. 

This would soon show us that the terribly high cost and inade- 
quate rate of food protein production and distribution stands today 
as our greatest economic problem, barring us from entering the 
Age of Abundance which we have all been looking for. It would 
also impress us with the tremendous opportunities we have to 
make money whipping this problem. 

Presently the volumes of agricultural statistics published each 
year, for example, carry absolutely nothing on the unit cost or 
total cost of the food protéin produced, distributed and consumed 
each year in the U. S. A. This is annually a 40 billion dollar item, 
retail,—rather expensive I would say to be overlooked and neglected. 

Last, but not least, the economic advisers must know enough 
about the customs, habits and religious preferences of the people 
so that these people can be supplied with the needed Fundamental 
Materials in a form and manner which is acceptable to them, even 
though new and revolutionary processes and products must be

harnessed in order to supply enough of those materials which to- 
day are so critically short. The experts must really be experts in 
what each of the Fundamental Materials and their constituents will 
do for people in terms of satisfying their WANTS and meeting 
their NEEDS on an optimum, rather than a minimum basis. 

Again I stress, the President can ill afford to have an economic 
adviser who doesn’t even know that the hand in front of his face 
is protein, nor the economic and engineering of the food protein 
that built it. Each should know the simple dollars and cents of 
the red stuff in meat, the white stuff in milk and the clear stuff in 
eggs as well as the high sounding economic theories they so love 
to expound. 

I cannot over emphasize the fact that we have the opportunity 
to help the President educate practicai, common sense economic 
advisers. I must add that most of these are going to have to be 
trained from scratch, because our schools as yet do not teach sound 
courses in some areas of economics and engineering. Particularly 
protein economics and Protein engineering. These new experts 
may be men and women who are chronologically from 18 to 80, but 
they all must be young in mind with enough resiliance to snap out 
of the clutches of the poor, unscientific, illogical and inadequate 
economic education of which we have all been victims. They must 
have the strength of character and scientific curiosity to turn their 
backs on the faults and failures of their old professors and old 
books and take a long, clear, accurate look at the facts as they 
exist in the world about us. They must learn the basic WANTS 
of the people who live in community by community over the earth 
today. They must discover which individual Fundamental Materials 
are still in critically short supply and are needed to help satisfy 
people’s WANTS. They must know what Secondary Materials and 
services are needed to produce, protect and distribute these Funda- 
mental Materials in such form and manner that people will con- 
sume and utilize them. They must fearlessly and factually study 


all the pertinent aspects of safety, quality, quantity, unit cost and 
the other factors that affect the morale of the individuals involved. 
And I mean all of them, not just part of them as is so prevalent 


today. 

Surrounded by economic advisers of this caliber, President Eisen- 
hower will not only recognize what has been called a “Farm Prob- 
lem” is actually a “City retailer-consumer problem” but will be able 
to unleash a flood of manpower to help solve it like we farmers 
and ranchers never dreamed possible. 

If and when these economic advisers comb through all the 
Fundamental Materials, and the Secondary Materials used to pro- 
duce, protect, distribute and utilize them, they cannot help but find 
every potential market in the world which is available to everyone 
of our industries, including Agriculture. 

If they consider each and every aspect of safety, quality, quan- 
tity, unity cost and the morale of the individuals involved, country 
by country in which we are giving economic assistance in one form 
or another, they will soon discover new and more effective avenues 
of approach to these nations pressing economic problems. 

This is true because each and every economic problem that faces 
these nations, as well as our own, finally boils down to a failure to 
smoothly and consistantly secure sufficient Fundamental Materials 
to help satisfy the WANTS and meet the NEEDS of the people. 

We all realize that there are many knotty details of diplomacy, 
mediums of exchange, trade barriers etc. But, today our economic 
experts are so entangled in these details, they fail to grasp the 
simple overall situation regarding each of the Fundamental Mate- 
rials and their constituents. No wonder confusion reigns in some 
of our economic aid programs. 

Now if you think I am kidding myself, just go out and check 
for yourself. For example, what percent of the men and women in 
the various branches of the governments of the world recognize 
that the hand in front of their faces is protein? What do they 
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know about the rate of protein production, the cost per pound or 
gram of protein and what processes could be harnessed to fill the 
existing protein deficits? These are only a few of the very em- 
barrassing questions you could ask. It is plain that many simple 
practical things have been overlooked and neglected. 

Much of this neglect has been caused by our human nutrition 
specialists. While farmers and ranchers have for many years been 
calculating the amount of protein in animal rations and its cost, 
it is the policy of some of the folks in the U. S. D. A. and many 
other places to avoid trying to teach homemakers the grams of 
protein in various foods and the cost of that protein. These so 
called nutritional experts have little respect for the sound basic 
principles stockmen and feed dealers have abided by for years, 
that is, of knowing and teaching all pertinent aspects of safety, 
quality, quantity, unit cost and morale or acceptance of both the 
commodities and the constituents which they contain, particularly 
protein. Being surprisingly ignorant of Protein Economics, as well 
as the economics of some of the other constituents many “would- 
be” human nutrition experts cover up by avoiding a clear cut dis- 
cussion of these constituents and try to talk in terms of meeting 
peoples nutritional needs merely with a variety of foods. 

It is as impossible to meet the nutritional needs of the people 
in the U. S, A. and through the world on such a basis, as it is to 
adequately and efficiently feed livestock with ordinary feed com- 
modities without any knowledge, nor concern for the protein and 
other constituents which they contain. In fact, only by a wise and 
thorough understanding of both the feed constituents and the com- 
modities which contain them, have modern feed dealers and stock- 
men been able to achieve the outstanding results which they have. 
Human nutritionists would do well to follow their example. These 
nutritionists need leadership and guidance. 

It should now be perfectly clear that President Eisenhower must 
have the facts in order to exert the necessary leadership. He must 
outline peoples WANTS, the Fundamental Materials needed to help 
satisfy these WANTS and the steps required to produce, protect, 
distribute and utilize them with due regard to Safety, Quality, 
Quantity, Unit Cost and Morale. 

He must then go over this simple outline with a fine toothed 
comb. Each point that has been neglected and not fully considered 
by our governmental experts, such as the unit cost of protein, 
should be placed on a critical list for appropriate study and action. 

It is absolutely essential that President Eisenhower have a firm 
grasp on these ABC’s of sound business operation. There are 2% 
billion people in the world that are so deeply entangled among the 
trees that they cannot see the forest, and this includes our economic 
experts. We need a leader who can hold his head above this jungle 
of ignorance and confusion. 

I believe President Eisenhower can do this, but each of us must 
ask himself, “What are we going to do to help the President?” 
And then each, in his own way, should do what he can. 

We are all in this economic mess together. We can find our way 
out without the help of our President, but if he can give us the 
needed leadership, the process will be much faster and a lot easier. 

President Eisenhower can go on radio and T V and explain to 
the people that we have a food protein marketing problem. He can 
enlist the help of writers, editors and millions of other people. He 
can appeal to the packers, food processors, wholesalers and retailers 
te help teach people what protein is, that it is safe for them to eat 
all they want of it, and what it will do for them if consumed in 
optimum amounts. 

He can help get the necessary procedures worked out so that 
the grams of protein per pound, quart, can, or serving will appear 
on the packages of high protein foods, like the percentage of pro- 
tein appears on cans of dog, or cat food and bags of livestock feed. 

He can help get protein nutritive quality standards established, 
taught and used in trade so retailers and food shoppers will know 
the feeding quality of the protein they are furnishing we consumers. 

He can encourage retailers to post, not only the price of the 
food commodities in the showcase, but also the price of the protein 
they contain. For example, hamburger 38¢, hamburger protein $1.84

than one per cent from the 1955 total. A 
total of 42,317,000 head of calves were drop- 
ped in 1956 as compared to the 42,566,000 
born in 1955. This decrease was attributed 
to a decline in cows and heifers two years 
old and over. Cow slaughter continued high 
during 1956 and cow herds were reduced in 
most regions during the year. 

The Chicago hogs trade witnessed its 
first real price set-back in three months de- 
spite the fact that pork production continued 
to fall off during the month of February. 

The average level of hog prices dropped 
down to $16.95. Hegs advanced from an 
average of $14.65 in November to $16.35 in 
December and then to $17.55 in January 
before the break. 

Top hogs declined from a high of $19.65 
in January 22, high for the year, to $17.05 
on February 15, the lowest in 1957. 

A reduction in the movement of slaughter 
lambs to market pushed lamb prices to their 
highest position in five months. Wooled of- 
ferings sold at an average of $20.75. Fancy 


prime woolskins topped at $21.00 at the out- 
set of the month and finished with a high of 
$21.75 just before the close. Clipped lambs 
carrying No, 1 and fall shorn pelts generally 
sold from $18.75 to $19.50.

their following those three years which were almost a fallow treat- 
ment for these grain crops. Here is evidence, like that from 
ecological climaxes, suggesting that if we must start with ex- 
hausted soils, the problem may be less difficult and complex in 
building back and maintaining the fertility if we use one crop and 
grow it continuously. That procedure would seem a logical one 
when the evidence shows that rotations were the quickest way of 
mining the soil by calling in several different crops in rapid se- 
quence, each for its different and added exploitive effects. We shall 
not learn how to maintain soil fertility under a kind of crop jug- 
gling as quickly as under continuous cropping. That knowledge 
dare not arrive much later. (Figure 3-IX). 


Soil With More Organic Matter Grows Seeds 
of Higher Quality. 


That the ecological climax, by its return of the organic matter 
from each succeeding dead generation, was helpful in the survival 
of the plant species, is suggested by the lower quality of the seed 
wheat, when grown continuously with nothing returned, than when 
organic matter in six tons of barnyard manure was returned with 
wheat grown continuously and the entire crop removed. Tests of 
the seedling vigor of grains from these plots by Dr. R. L. Fox re- 
ported that of the wheat seeds grown with no soil treatment only 
42 percent showed emergence of seedlings. But where organic 
matter as barnyard manure had been going back annually, 75 per- 
cent of the seeds had their seedlings emerge to represent that high 
degree of survival of the species in the next crop. (Figure 4-IX). 

That such improved effect on seed as potential survival was not 
due to the nitrogen in the manure growing the seed is suggested by 
some additional study by Dr. Fox. Urea nitrogen, put into the 
wheat plant by spraying it on to make the plant much greener 
during its later growing stage, did not give as good a quality of 
dling vigor and early emergence, as 
when the fertilizer nitrogen was put into the soil either with, or 
in advance of, the seeding. Nitrogen moving into the plant during 
its later growth stages decreased the seedling vigor. Such late ar- 
rival into the plant serves to deposit nitrogen into the endosperm 
in the forms of the simpler and more common amino acids of the 
proteins. It seems to come along too late to get into the embryo, 
or the reproductive part of the seed. It is, therefore, of no signifi- 
cance in starting more embryos by which more seeds and more 
bushels per acre are brought about. But when additional phosphorus 
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seed, when measured by set

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is present in the soil, these effects by small amounts of nitrogen 
are improved through the mobilization of the phosphorus into the 
wheat grain more generously in company with the nitrogen. The 
phosphorus in the embryos showing differing seedling vigor varies 
more than it does in the endosperm. This is the reverse of the be- 
havior of the nitrogen. 

As testimony to the effects on seed vigor by the fertility com- 
bined in the form of organic fertilizer, there is an additional report 
from these studies. Wheat growing continuously with only five 
bushels as the seed yield gave a survival potential, when measured 
under germination test by percentage emergence, which was higher 
than that of the wheat seeds from much larger acre-yields grown 
on soils heavily treated with concentrated salt fertilizers. Here are 
facts which emphasize the contributions by soil organic matter, 
scant though the supply may be when contributed by the crop itself. 
They suggest also that the physiological processes are not simple 
by which the plant creates its own component reproductive organic 
matters, like the embryo and the endosperm, through which the 
future plant generations are procreated and the species survives. 


The Growing Season Needs Also Be The Decaying Season. 


Wher Nature grows a crop in man’s absence, she uses a ferti- 
lizing procedure quite different from ours when we apply commer- 
cial fertilizers. Drilling these with the spring seeding, as is com- 
mon practice, provides soluble salts for plant nutrition at the same 
time when the seed is equipped with its own stored organic supply 
to take off on its mission of growth without any fertilizing helps 
from the soil. By mid-summer, when the plant is growing rapidly 
and its roots are down in the deeper, more moist horizons, the 
fertilizer is left far behind in the dried surface soil where the 
crop’s roots are not active. Or those fertilizer salts may have 
reacted with the soil which has immobilized much of them. Even 
a good share of them may have been taken up by the microbes. 
Such share is larger according as the soil is richer in the more 
stable forms of organic matter. The microbes are the first crop we 
grow every spring. They are the first to feed on the inorganic 
fertility applied in the presence of soil organic matter. They are 
also the first crop to be “shocked”, as we might readily expect, 
by drilling a heavy dosage of a highly concentrated salt into a 
limited soil volume. 

Nature uses no cohcentrated salts in building up her soils to 
an ecological climax. Instead, she uses the decaying organic mat- 
ter of the past dead generations of exactly the same plant species 
which she is growing. In the forests, Nature applies her organic 
matter on the top of the soil. Tree roots are perennial. They do 
not die annually to leave a dead generation of themselves as ferti-

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lizer for the next generation. Since they grow on less fertile, or 
more highly developed, soils they make mainly wood. This is a 
low value in terms of organic fertilizer and a soil treatment which 
is only slowly active. Forests have, therefore, built up but little 
soil organic matter and there is only a shallow surface soil layer. 
With the trees shading the forest floor, the organic matter accumu- 
lated on it contains considerable moisture during much of the 
season. But since its woody nature makes it a poor microbial diet, 
it cannot decay rapidly to be much of a “fertility turnover.” But 
yet its nutrient delivery rate in cycle increases as the season gets 
warmer. The trees’ growth processes are consequently fed a bit 
faster thereby at the time when the mounting temperature in- 
creases their life processes and their needs for fertility. During the 
later season with its lowering temperatures, the reverse of all 
these processes into lowered rates for the wiriter takes place. This 
occurs because the ceasing decay of the organic matter shuts down 
the delivery of fertility from the organic sources. The inorganic 
or mineral-decomposing processes close down or drop to a very 
low rate too. Forest trees exhibit their growing season because of 
the decaying season of their own litter on the forest floor. 

In the case of the soils of the prairie, Nature applies her organic 
fertilizer mainly within the soil. (Figure 5-IX). Lightning and 
consequent prairie fires may burn the organic fertilizer she might 
return to the top of the soil. Prairie grasses and their roots are 
mainly annuals. They die back each year to leave much of them- 
selves as organic matter to be added to previous accumulations, 
supplementing the larger supply of reserve rock and mineral mat- 
ter of more active potential in the soil. (Figure 6-IX). Grown on 
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Figure 6-IX. By putting fertility down deeper into our soils, we invite roots 
down to put more organic matter there, as these roots of sweet clover testify. It 
is not the deep-rooting crops that make deep, open, fertile soils, but rather the 


reverse. 
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such soil of only moderate degree of development with the promi- 
nence of legumes in the natural flora, these organic fertilizers arc 
more rapidly decayed. Therefore, the seasonal decay is delivering 
rapidly not only carbonic acid from the woody part, but also 
nitrogen, phosphorus, potassium and the other many inorganic 
essentials in the grass which served so well to grow the beef in the 
buffalo. The decay is also feeding the microbes with organic com- 
pounds to grow their own antibiotics, hormones, etc. by which they 
protect themselves and contribute organic compounds to the plants 
also by which they may be healthier themselves. It was on such 
soils where the buffalo was healthy too without any ministrations 
from man in his professional classifications. 


The Construction Gang Works Alongside 
The Wrecking Crews. 


Measurements, at regular intervals, of the nitrate nitrogen sup- 
plies built up from the decay of the organic matter within the soil 
during the growing season in such virgin prairie soils put under 
cultivation, illustrate how well the seasonal rise and fall of the 
rates of decay and delivery of active inorganic and organic fertility 
is turned and synchronized to meet the increasing and decreasing 
seasonal needs for fertility by the crop growing above the soil. 
The crop growth tells us that it results from the effects of the 
temperature on the soil for this decay service delivering nutrition. 
We have commonly been crediting the crop growth to the direct 
effects of the temperature on the plants. The removal of the ni- 
trates by the crop according to its needs for them for growth— 
which is in a different part of the season in case of wheat, for 
example, than it is for corn—give us evidence for this fact. The 
decline from the heights to which nitrates accumulate as the sea- 
son’s maximum with the succession of the years while the soil is 
under continuous cultivation, also testify accordingly. (Figures 
7-IX and 8-IX). We are slow to realize what the organic matter 
within the soil is doing when we concern ourselves so fully with 
the yields of the crops and so little with the whys thereof. 


Unfortunately, we have not paid much attention to, much less 
have we understood, the services to our crops by the natural organic 
fertility in the soil when we plowed out our virgin sods. At the 
outset, they were not so productive, nor the crops so healthy. But 
after what amounted to a few years of compositing of those sur- 
face residues in the turned-over sods, the yields of healthy crops 
begin to mount. These were aided by correction of the fertility 
deficiencies through application of lime and all the other inorganic 
fertilizers. The benefits of these resulted in no small measure be- 
cause they were supplements to the excessively organic diet of the 
soil microbes. Consequently they fanned the microbial fires to 
burn out the soil’s reserves of the organic matter all the more 
rapidly. The shift to a mechanical agriculture, and more tillage, 
increased the draft for those fires within the soil. Now with the 
economic pressures on the land mounting, and their demand for 
larger yields per acre to demand such also per man, we are not 
apt to make close observations of the health and quality of all the 
agricultural produce. We do not realize that these are dependent 
on a high fertility in terms of the organic part as well as the in- 
organic, or so-called “mineral” part of the soil. 


The crops of plants as construction workers cannot operate 
wholly on mineral supplies. They depend on the wrecking crews 
passing on much second-hand material from the soil organic matter 
grown there by previous crops. The more second-hand material, 
duplicating much of what is required for new construction, the more 
rapidly the building goes up. 


Antibiotics Are Protective Organic Compounds of the Plant’s 
Own Creation According to the Soil Fertility. 


Plants and animals in the wild must grow, and doubtless always 
have grown, their own protection against attacks by viruses, bac- 
teria, fungi, insects, worms and all of these lower life forms of in- 
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fections and parasites of them. In nourishing themselves to make 
more crop or body weight, they seem to grow resistance, immunity, 
or whatever we call the plant’s and animal’s means of protecting 
themselves against other smaller forms of life that would survive 
by slowly consuming them. That the chemical compounds which 
the plant and animal create as protection are proteins, or much 
like it, is suggested by our use of blood serums ag inoculations to 
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Figure 7-IX. The accumulating rise of the nitrate nitrogen content of the soil, 
and its decline through the crop’s removal of it during the growing season, give 
one form of curve for wheat (upper graphs) and a different one for corn (lower 
graphs). In either case the curves are at decidedly lower levels, and for corn the 
maxima drop markedly with continuous cultivation, as depletion of the soil orgenic 
matter continues.

grow our own immunities as protection. Such protectors in the 
case of some fungi have now been isolated as substances which we 
call antibiotics, Since animals and man must eat proteins to make 
most of their own body proteins for growth and protection, the 
converse of that fact suggests that the attacks by infections, para- 
sites and pests may be due to deficiencies of the proper proteins 
in the nutrition of the animals, and those due to the deficiencies 
in the fertility of the soil by which the plants grow the proteins 
required for their own protection. 

One might also be led to infer, then, that when plants are grow- 
ing a bigger crop, they are also growing more protection against 
all these troubles with diseases and pests. Such may, or may not, 
be the case. Increased crops of vegetation may be due to merely a 
higher ratio of carbohydrates to the proteins formed in the plant 
because of the unbalanced fertility treatment for it. Consequently 
the loss of proteins as protective ones may result from this im- 
balance in the plant’s own created products because of imbalances 
via the soil. Excessive nitrogen applied as an imbalance may also

fail in giving protective proteins against viruses, bacteria, etc. 
even when it makes the crop grow taller and greener and contain 
more crude protein (Figure 9-IX). The nitrogen may be taken into 
the plant from the soil without being converted into the specific W 
proteins made up of the amino acids required as suitably protec- 
tive ones. Measurements of the amino acids composing the pro- 
teins in timothy hay showed that fertilizer nitrogen applied alone 
gave more yield per acre. But it gave less concentrations of the 
many amino acids, and especially of those known to be essential 
for the nutrition of man. 


Plants build up bulk readily by synthesizing the carbohydrates. 
The increase in bulk depends also on the synthesis of some protein. 
Increased yield of bulk can be obtained by merely diluting the pro- 
tein with the carbohydrate. We have failed to recognize this as © 
what happens when the soil fertility for growing protective pro- ” 
teins declines but holds up for growing the crop yield as car- 
bohydrates and fattening value but low protein and lower protec- 
tive value. We are not able to tell which amino acids make which 
proteins to be protection against what kind of plant and animal @& 
troubles, or specifically against insects, fungi, bacteria or viruses. 


Now that we have been using nitrogen fertilizers more gener- 
ously and have highly demonstrative stimulation of rich green 
growths of plants, we credit much to the nitrogen. We forget that 
we have been building up the soil fertility generously in many 
other plant nutrients while aiming to help legumes grow nitrogen- 
ous fertilizers.

These observations of the two hybrid ears of corn suggest that 
a bigger yield was also better protection against this grain pest. 
It was bigger protection not because more nitrogen (by which we 
characterize protein) in the soil grew more crude protein, but ap- 
parently because a supplement to the nitrogen, namely, phosphorus, 
balanced the plant’s functions to use the nitrogen to make the spe- 
cific protective proteins. Here it was the difference in the soil 
fertility as difference in plant nutrition that meant the survival of 
the species via protection through probably some organic compound 
in the seed. 


Better Animal Health Depends on Organic Fertility Too. 
We do not know all that needs to be known about building soils 
for fullest nutritional service to crops, but there is encouragement, 
from such observations, to try feeding them, not only to grow big 
crop yields per acre, but also big protection, hopefully, against 
virus, bacteria, fungi, insects, worms, and other pests destroying 
our crops and livestock. This protection is connected with organic 
compounds in the microbes, in the plants, in the animals, and in 
man. It is connected also with the organic matter in the soil 
nourishing the microbes and plants as the initial synthesizers of 
protein from the fertility elements and organic compounds in the 
soil. There is much yet to be done via soil management for animal 
health that will put the basic science of agriculture under the state- 
ment from the art of agriculture which has long ago told us that 
“To be well-fed is to be healthy.”

FIRST DROP IN CATTLE 
POPULATION SINCE ’49 


A “healthy step toward balancing supply 
with demand” was the way an official of 
the American National Cattlemen’s Asso- 
ciation terms the reduction in cattle num- 
bers revealed in the annual livestock inven- 
tory released in Washington by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Radford S. Hall, of Denver, executive 
secretary, said the decrease of 1,638,000 cat- 
tle from those on hand in early 1956 was 
the first reduction since 1949 when the 
present cattle cycle began rapid expansion. 
He also declared that, although some reduc- 
tion this year had been anticipated, “it was 
more than predicted from studies of various 
industry factors.” 

Hall said the reduction in cattle numbers 
is made even more dramatic because of a 
revision of 1956 figures which whittled 
661,000 head from the previously announced 
97,465,000. The revised 1956 figures is 
96,804,000. 

The 1957 figure for all cattle is 95,166,000. 
Hall pointed out that this is the lowest num- 
ber since 1953 when the upward spiral, which 
brought increases of as much as 6,000,000 
head in one year, began tapering off. 

“Most encouraging for an industry still 
facing serious drought is the reduction 
throughout all breeding categories, both 
beef and dairy,” Hall said. Beef cow num- 
bers are down from last year by 2.3 per 
cent, from 25,516,000 to 24,936,000. Beef 
heifers show a decrease of 2.5 per cent, from 
6,238,000 to 6,079,000—the lowest count for 
these “future factories” since 1952.

PLASTIC FILM USED TO KEEP 
AIR OUT OF STACKED SILAGE 

If a farmer is planning to stack grass 
silage, it probably will pay to consider 
covering it with polyethylene plastic film, 
say Purdue University scientists, who re- 
port “very encouraging” results from ex- 
periments utilizing the plastic film to make 
a grass silage stack airtight. 

They make these suggesfions to farmers 
who want to stack their silage: 

Select a cleared, well-drained level area 
and lay out dimensions of the stack. The 
width of the stack is fixed by the width of

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the plastic cover; the length is flexible, de- 
pending on the amount of silage to be stored. 

The stack can be built with either a flight 
elevator or by hand. With the plastic cover 
no special equipment is needed for packing. 
However, the silage should be actively 
tramped as the silo is shaped to exclude air- 
pockets. 

The Purdue scientists completed and 
covered the test silos in one day and believe 
this to be desirable. They recommend that 
not more than two days should be devoted to 
this work. 

The first step toward sealing is digging, 
either hand or with trenching equipment, a 
trench eight to 10 inches deep around the 
stack, Place the cover carefully over the 
stack and bury the edges in the ditch. 

In the event the stack has been made on 
concrete, the seal is effected by weighing the 
edges of the cover with fence posts or tim- 
bers and then placing soil between the posts 
and the stack. 

The stack will settle for a few days after 
it is made, The slack which develops in the 
plastic cover should be removed promptly by 
weighting the edges with additional soil. 
Otherwise the wind may whip the plastic 
and damage it. 

The plastic silo must be protected from 
damage since punctures reduce the effec- 
tiveness of the method of storage. Experi- 
ments at Purdue indicate that six mill plas- 
tic film should be used. 

Livestock must be fenced out. Falling 
limbs will damage the plastic. Dogs and wild 
animals and fowl can also puncture the 
cover. The stack will not withstand the 
romping of children.

ing five pertinent points if they are to meet 
the beef cattle cost-price squeeze, now and 
in the future: 

1. Rectify appalling calf losses, which 
average 21 per cent between birth and 
weaning. 

2. Engineer beef cattle genetically; to 
include Production Testing among the bases 
of selection. 

3. Secure a longer grazing season, for no 
method of harvesting has yet been devised 
that is as cheap as that which can be ac- 
complished by animals. 

4. Lower labor costs, for 75 per cent of 
livestock work is still hand labor; yet, 
through mechanization and modernization at 
least one-fourth of the hours spent in an- 
imal production could be alleviated, despite 
the well recognized fact that animals can- 
not ever be as completely mechanized as 
crops. 

5. Lessen animal diseases and parasites, 
which cost an estimated 2.4 billion dollars 
annually.

dence is needed, the following summary for 
1955 (the most recent figures available) is 
presented: 

1. 50,473,402 people went to the races; 
more than attended any other sport. Racing 
outdrew professional baseball (the number 
2 spectator sport) by over 15 million, and 
college and pro football (the number 3 sport) 
by more than 34 million. 

2. More than 2 billion dollars was wager- 
ed through the pari-mutual windows; which 
represents about 1/6 of the total of $12,220,- 
000,000 spent on all recreation annually in 
the U. S. Also, and this is important, on 
the average, 85 per cent of all money wager- 
ed is returned to the public in winning 
tickets (guess that I am just not average); 
5 per cent goes to the state; and 10 per cent 
to the track. 

3. Nearly 68 million dollars in purses 
was collected by horsemen. 

4. Something over 151 million dollars in 
revenue was turned into the treasuries of 
the 24 states conducting racing; and used 
to build and operate schools, hospitals, fairs, 
and other things of benefit to old and young 
alike. 

5. Race tracts and associated enterprises 
(racing publications, vans, equipment, con- 
cessionaires, etc.) were inventoried at more 
than 700 million dollars. 

6. The farms devoted to Thoroughbred 
breeding, and the Thoroughbred horses 
connected therewith, were inventoried at 
$682,855,000. 

In addition, thousands of people are em- 
ployed on the breeding farms, on race 
tracks, and among associated enterprises; 
and the above figures do not include feed 
costs and many other items. 

Indeed, racing is a fabulous business! No 
wonder new all-time top sales are being 
posted with such frequency, and stallions 
are being syndicated at big figures. 


The “Golden Hoof” Is Real 


There’s money in sheep. The recent IIli- 
nois Sheep Day publication tells the follow- 
ing story: In 1956, the flock pictured gross- 
ed $39.03 per ewe. After deducting feed 
costs of $10.68 per head, there yet remained 
a margin of $28.35 per ewe; a handsome 
sum, indeed. 

Sheep are and will likely continue for 
several years to live up to the expression, 
the “golden hoof”. Many stockmen feel that, 
they offer the brightest future on the entire 
livestock horizon. Numbers are down; the 
lowest of any year since the Civil War, No 
negligible amount of lamb or mutton is ex- 
ported or imported, and they account for 
only 3.0 per cent—or less than five pounds 
per capita — of the nation’s meat at the 
present time. Moreover, the United States 
is producing only a fourth of its, domestic 
wool needs, world wool stocks are modest, 
and wool prices are supported at an aver- 
age level of 62 cents per pound.

tained (some of them are calving for the 
first time this spring.) But the program is 
intended to run for several years, using 
various feeding combinations. “One thing 
looks probable now,” Taylor says, “and that 
is earlier calving than is usually practiced in 
Iowa commercial herds. Probably February 
calves so that they will be big enough to 
take advantage of heavy milk production 
when the cows go on green feed.” 


Work has been carried out in Kansas for 
20 years in figuring costs on beef herds and 
what should be charged against a calf for 
the year’s keep of its mother. A study of 
one year’s results on fall calves creep fed 
showed a cow cost ranging from $48 per 
head in the low herd to $75 in another herd.

In the latter case the cows had been fed al- 
most as heavily as dairy cows. Incidentally 
the man with the latter costs lost money on 
his operation. Other “boarding” costs in cow 
herds calving in the spring were as low as 
$47.00 and $49.00 on 95 and 96 per cent calf 
crops. 


Several Angus herds have been co-oper- 
ating with the Kansas State College beef ex- 
tension service. One of the top records made 
in 1955 was that made by the Bob Brown 
herd of Emmett, in Pottawatomie county. 
Here 128 purebred Angus cows raised 128 
calves. The cows were wintered on alfalfa 
and prairie hay with 2 pounds of protein 
concentrate late in the winter. Wintering 
cost was $32.50 per cow and summer pas- 
ture cost was $30.00 per head on native 
bluestem pasture figuring 7 acres per cow. 
The average calving date in the Brown herd 
was March 15 and the average selling date 
October 10. At 209 days of age the 128 
calves averaged 486 pounds, showing a daily 
gain from birth of 1.9 pounds. With inciden- 
tals the total yearly cow cost was $71.60 
with the per head value of the calves at 
$108.13, The Brown herd to achieve its 100 
percent calf crop used but 4 bulls. 


The 1953-54 records of another Angus 
breeder, DeWitt Sternberger of Danville, 
Harper county, also reveals returns above 
average on low cow costs, good calving per- 
centages, heavy weaning weights and a good 
fall price. In 1953 Sternberger had 163 An- 
gus cows and got 160 calves; in 1954 his 
178 cows produced 173 calves for a 97 per 
cent calf crop. He runs 8 bulls with his cows 
and has an average calving date of Jan- 
uary 15. In 1954 wintered on a bundle of 
hegari, 20 pounds of sorgo silage and 1.5 
pounds of cottonseed cake per day his win- 
tering cost per cow was $30.92. With sum- 
mer bluestem pasture and other expenses 
his total yearly cow cost was $58.77. Selling 
date on the calves was September 9 when 
they averaged 236 days. Steers brought 
$20.50 per ewt. at an average weight of 488 
pounds, the heifers weighed 459 and were 
valued $18.75 per cwt. 


Ralph Gardner of Ashland, Clark county, 
with 360 Angus cows had a calving per- 
centage of 90 in 1954, His total yearly cow 
cost of $41.75 is one of the lowest on record. 
His wintering bill was unusually low due to 
the use of wheat pasture and roughage. 
Average calving date of November 3 result- 
ed in 510 pound calves to sell August 25 at 
294 days. His return per calf that year was 
$77.18 above the $46.24 per head calf cost. 
He runs 25 bulls with his herd. 


That “Big Four” of calf production costs 
—calving percentage, heavy weaning weight, 
high price per head due to weight and qual- 
ity, and low cow cost in carrying the old 
cows—is just as important for the purebred 
operator as it is for the man selling Black 
feeder calves, In coming months the JOUR- 
NAL hopes to present more material along 
this line.

“Volume 2” Herd is 
Long On Quality 


Nearly fifteen years of Angus history is 
back of the White Gates Farm herd of 
Eugene K, Denton. During these years some 
of the breed’s great cattle have been devel- 
oped at this well known breeding establish- 
ment near Flanders, New Jersey. 

Actually the White Gates story is in two 
parts, The first volume ends with the dis- 
persion of the original herd in September of 
1951. It was one of the top sales of that 
period and included such famous cattle as 
Black Bardolier of White Gates 3d and the 
model cow of the breed, Blackcap Rosebud 
G. R, among the more than 100 lots selling. 

For a short time after the sale of the 
breeding herd an intensive steer feeding 
program was tried. But Gene Denton soon 
realized he would not be happy under a 
strictly commercial Angus program. There 
was too much of a thrill and too much satis- 
faction in producing top breeding cattle. So 
preparation was made to start Volume 2 of 
the White Gates herd story. 

Mr, Denton’s original plan was to gather 
up as many daughters of Black Bardolier of 
White Gates 3d as could be secured. It was 
quite a job. The cattle were popular and in 
strong hands, Fancy prices and a lot of time 
resulted in only a handful being bought for 


the new White Gates herd, Today there are 
six daughters of this famous breeding bull 
in the White Gates pastures. As you would 
expect they are great producing females. 

In the building of the new foundation Mr. 
Denton purchased 10 heifers from Timber 
Grove Farm in Maryland in the fall of 
1952, These were the cream of the herd’s 
production and included nine daughters of 
Bandolier of Anoka 40th and one daughter 
of Blakeford Grenadier. The quality of these 
nine daughters of Bandolier of Anoka 40th 
prompted Mr. Denton to return to Timber 
Grove and purchase the bull. The “40th” has 
left some thick, stylish daughters at White 
Gates. 

Because Bandolier-Bardolier cattle were 
the foundation of the great success of the 
first herd the New Jersey breeder was early 
on the lookout for a top representative of 
this strain of breeding. One day Herman 
Purdy, now head of the animal husbandry 
department at Penn State, told him of a top 
herd sire that might be available in Ohio. 
The bull was a son of the famous Ohio State 
University sire, Bardoliermere 2d, and was 
owned by Dr. John F. Cuber, a sociology pro- 
fessor at Ohio State who is an Angus breed- 
er at heart and who maintains a small herd 
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at Galena, Ohio. Gene Denton made the trip 
to Ohio and was able to buy an interest in 
O. Bardoliermere 53d in partnership with 
Dr. Cuber and Greenwood Farm at Living- 
ston, New Jersey. However, the “53d” is 
maintained at White Gates where he never 
fails to impress visitors with his beef char- 
acter and size coupled with balance and 
quality. He has an unusually thin hide, great 
length from hooks to pins, and a long deep 
quarter and full flank. 


It should also be mentioned that O, Bar- 
doliermere 53d is not only a son of Bardo- 
liermere 2d but that he carries two crosses 
to that famous sire, At the last Interna- 
tional a second and a third prize heifer were 
daughters of O. Bardoliermere 53d, as well 
as the sixth place junior get of sire. Just a 
young bull getting into heavy service a lot 
more will be heard of his sons and daugh- 
ters in the years ahead. 


Today’s White Gates herd is the largest it 
has ever been with 85 head of brood cows 
and a total Angus population of 250 head. 
In the brood cow lineup are some real eye- 
eatchers that also are famous producers. 
One is Bessie 5th of Shadow Isle, dam of the 
second prize late summer yearling at the 
1956 International.

the daughters of Black Bardolier of White 
Gates 3d, her dam the famous Eloquent 
Lady W. F. that topped the Hendren dis- 
persion at $11,500. 


The top collection of females in the Den- 
ton herd include representatives of the Eri- 
anna, Bessie, Gammer, Cherry Blossom, 
Witch of Endor and Tolan Missie strains, to 
name some of the upper crust, Also in that 
upper bracket, from a production standpoint 
is the sizable collection of Ohio Queen Har- 
rison cows in the White Gates herd. 


Gene Denton’s love of good Angus cattle 
is attested to by the fact that he was unable 
to get along without them after the 1951 
sale. As head of The Tailored Woman, smart 
New York store, he also knows the value of 
publicity and a good “press” for the Angus 
breed.

California Anatomists Have 
Idea on Cause of Dwartism 


A bone disease described in the Bible and 
known to shorten<the legs of dachshunds, 
basset hounds, and pekingese, is also respon- 
sible for dwarfism in beef cattle, report ana- 
tomists at the University of California, 
Davis. 

The identification of the bone-shortening 
disease—hypoplastic achondroplasia—ig the 
anatomists’ first step in the program to 
clean up the costly dwarf problem in beef 
herds. 

Logan M, Julian and Walter S. Tyler, of 
the School of Veterinary Medicine, Davis, 
have been studying bone abnormalities in 
the shortheaded or “snorter” dwarf calf. 
Their work supports the over-all genetic 
theory of bovine dwarfism as outlined by 
Paul W. Gregory, geneticist in the animal 
husbandry department at Davis. Theodore 
J. Hage, radiologist in the School of Vet- 
inary Medicine, is the fourth member of the 
research team. 

In a study of both normal and dwarf 
calves, Julian discovered there is an early 
fusion or closing of two bones that form the 
base of the dwarf’s skull. Closure in dwarfs

may occur as early as the first day of life. 
In normal animals the bones fuse between 
24 and 36 months. 

This provides additional evidence, said 
Julian, that this dwarfing process is a case 
of achrondroplasia. 

Tyler’s studies of the “long bones” in 
dwarf cattle showed that they are much 
shorter than in normal cattle. A series of: 
measurements was made of the bones of 32 
short-headed dwarfs and 32 normal cattle. 

Tyler found that the dwarfing process 
shortened the lower leg bones even before 
birth. All leg bones in the dwarfs were 
shortened, but the “cannon bones” most of 
all. Dachshunds and other “short legged” 
dog breeds are affected in much the same 
way. Tyler also concluded the process re- 
sponsible was, again, achondroplasia. 

Gregory has woven all available evidence 
into his new genetic theory. This new theory 
explains all observations of dwarf cattle 
made by Gregory and other investigators. It 
is based on the evidence that all known 
dwarf forms are the result of transmission 
of a major recessive dwarf gene plus at 
least two modifying genes. 

The Davis research team plans to write a 
new pamphlet, intended for cattlemen, de- 
scribing the various types of dwarfs and re- 
fined methods of progeny testing.

TEST SOYBEAN RELATIVES 
FOR DISEASE RESISTANCE 

Nine species of tropical plants closely 
related to soybeans are being studied by 
research workers at the U. S. Regional Soy- 
bean Laboratory on the University of IIli- 
nois campus. 

The researchers hope to find out how 
these unusual-looking plants compare with 
regular soybeans. These plants may have 
disease resistance that might be crossed 
into regular soybeans. 

Richard Bernard, plant breeder at the 
soybean laboratory reports that species have 
been received from the Belgian Congo, 
Formosa, Australia, South Africa, Southern 
Rhodesia, Kenya, Malaya and Nigeria. The 
plants were received from scientists in these 
countries. 

Leaves and flowers of the foreign plants 
are similar to those of regular soybeans. 
The seeds form in pods but are much smaller 
than regular soybeans. Most of the plants 
are perennial vines.

That “Cystic” Cow 

The so-called “cystic” cow isn’t always 
recognized, for she doesn’t always show the 
same symptoms. She isn’t hard to notice 
when she shows the symptoms that are com- 
monest, for she then has a heat period that 
lasts for a day or two instead of the cus- 
tomary few hours. She finally goes out of 
heat, but in a week or two shows signs of 
being “around” again. This routine is re- 
peated again and again, with the heat pe- 
riods coming closer together and lasting a 
little longer each time. Finally she is in heat 
all the time so that she may become known 
as a “chronic buller”. She rides other cows 
and allows them to ride her. 

Eventually she reaches the point where 
she won’t stand for riding by other animals, 
although she continues her own riding ac-

tivities. She is particularly interested in 
those that are in heat, “breeds” them, and 
tries to drive away any bull that attempts 
service. She steadily declines in milk pro- 
duction, paws the ground, and bellows like 
a bull. Her head, neck, and shoulders become 
thicker while the tail head rises and the 
ligaments around it drop away. 

At the other extreme, the “cystic” cow 
may not come in heat at all, thus becoming 
known as a “shy breeder” or classed as a 
sterile animal. As another possibility, she 
may actually be pregnant, but still be com- 
ing in heat at irregular intervals. 

These various possible symptoms are all 
due to a blister-like follicle on the ovary 
that goes wrong. Under normal conditions 
such a follicle matures about every three 
weeks and releases a hormone into the blood 
stream so that symptoms of heat are seen. 
When it breaks, the cow quiets down and 
doesn’t come in heat again until another fol- 
licle matures. When the follicle fails to 
break it usually increases in size to become 
a cyst. Under such conditions the heat-pro- 
ducing hormone may not be produced at all, 
it may be produced continually, or only at 
irregular intervals to account for the symp- 
toms described. 

These “cystic” cows can usually be cured 
if treatment is started early enough, but the 
chances of recovery decrease according to 
the length of time the animal has been af- 
fected. When a cow has been bellowing and 
pawing dirt for three or four months an 
owner shouldn’t be too optimistic over re- 
sults following treatment. 

The most successful treatment consists of 
injecting a hormone preparation into the 
blood stream at the same time that the 
ovarian cysts are ruptured by means of rec- 
tal manipulation. The cow is then quieted al- 
most immediately, with the hormone prep- 
aration serving to prevent the formation of 
additional cysts. Several different hormones 
are available for treatment, but the choice 
of products is best left up to a veterinarian 
who has had a chance to examine the cow. 
One treatment is usually enough, but extra 
ones are sometimes needed in exceptionally 
bad cases, The matter isn’t as simple as it 
sounds, though, for some cows won’t respond 
to treatment of any kind at any time. In 
these cases it often happens that the adre- 
nal glands are affected to account for the 
formation of cysts. 

In the old days treatment consisted of 
rupturing the cysts by rectal manipulation 
and not doing much of anything else. Re- 
sults weren’t too satisfactory, though, for 
the cysts had a tendency to reappear after 
a discouragingly short interval, and the 
symptoms then began all over again. At the 
present time it will usually pay an owner to 
gamble a few dollars on treatment, especial- 
ly on cases that haven’t lasted for very long. 
In the event of failure, he should be ready 
to make beef out of the animal just as he 
would a cow that is non-productive for any 
other reason.

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What is the purpose of a Conference? 
Only those folks who attend such events 
realize that these conferences are held to 
plan future progress for our breed, The re- 
cent conference at East Lansing, Michigan 
was a jam-packed two-day session that ev- 
eryone should have enjoyed. Breeders of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle had the opportunity to 
hear talks, see charts and demonstrations 
presented by leading judges, educators and 
scientists relative to the problems confront- 
ing our breed. 

The theme of the Michigan conference 
was “A Blueprint for Aberdeen-Angus Prog- 
ress”, and the Journal] will present every 
available bit of information that was pre- 
sented to those folks attending this event. 
I feel it is unfortunate that a larger number 
of our breeders found it impossible to at- 
tend, but we do hope that every reader of 
the breed publication and breeders of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle will find the time to 
analyze the printed conference report.. 

Keynote of this conference was the “Herd 
Classification” idea. True, there will be a 
number of important problems to solve be- 
fore such a program could be effective, and 
a period of time involved in setting up a 
classification program, but the smart breed- 
ers will get their names on the list as soon 
as possible for the first classification work 
that is done within our breed. 

I know some folks will wonder “Who is 
going to judge the judges?”, but after all 
most of our cattle producers are sharp 
enough to realize just how important herd 
classification can be in the future promotion 
of their individual herds, and that once the 
ideals and models are recognized and the 
classifiers start work with a uniform sched- 
ule of grading that by-and-large the clas- 
sification work will be of great advantage 
to everyone who desires to cooperate. 

I, for one, am very much in favor of the 
herd classification program and hope that 
everyone producing registered Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle will recognize the distinct ad- 
vantages to be gained by joining the clas- 
sification program, since this would rep- 
resent both herd evaluation and progeny 
rating based solely on the individual quality 
and characteristics and breeding ability of 
the animals checked—and not depending in 
any way on the pedigree analysis or family 
names. 

Through the years the show rings have 
been the greatest single promotional feature 
for leading breeders, Smaller breeders, who 
did not show cattle, tried to increase the 
selling appeal of their surplus breeding 
stock by showing their relationship to such 
animals as did stand at the top of their show 
classes, or commanded top prices at any of 
the breeder auction sales. 
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Conference Flash —— 


The Journal Endorses “HERD CLASSIFICATION” 


There are approximately two hundred 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle who are 
exhibiting cattle at any livestock shows, 
from the county fair level through the In- 
ternational. Too often the prize winning an- 
imals are the exception rather than the 
average of the animals produced by, the 
exhibitors and it isn’t too hard to believe 
that there must be hundreds of animals in 
breeding herds that are equal to, or supe- 
rior to the winners in our shows. But, un- 
less they are exhibited, how can the owner 
publicize the fact that he has excellent in- 
dividual breeding cattle in his herd? 

Herd Classification and progeny testing 
is not intended to replace the show rings or 
eliminate the practice of promoting relation- 
ship of individual cattle to winners, or of 
minimizing the value of the family names, 
so long as the individual animal combines 
these features with desirable characteristics 
and type and the ability to produce superior 
calves. 

There is no practical cattleman who has 
the desire to retain in his breeding herd fe- 
males that will not command a selling price 
well over the commercial values, Whenever 
you offer a female at auction that brings 
only a few dollars more than market price 
you are taking a step backwards—and it is 
costing you money, money represented in 
your costs of advertising and selling of these 
animals that would have brought more cash 
in the bank had they gone to the stock yards. 

In fact, any female grading in the lowest 
classification bracket should be dropped as a 
registered anima] and sold as a commercial 
beast sans pedigree and neck chain. This 
would result in stepping up the demand for 
registered animals and increasing the aver- 
age price obtained for our surplus breeding 
stock, Such a step would not be too hard to 
accept since I know there are many breeders 
who have personally culled off the lower 
end of their cow herds as commercial beasts, 
increasing the valuation of the balance of 
the herd and making a greater percentage 
of profit possible on the surplus breeding 
stock that is offered for sale, privately or at 
auction sale. 

What could it mean to you, as a breeder, 
if you had a score sheet showing the official 
classification of each individual animal in 
your breeding herd? Suppose your herd sire 
was classed as excellent, or even very good; 
and your cow herd contained some excellent 
females, some very good and others above 
average? Don’t you think the prospective 
buyers of your younger cattle would be more 
willing to pay a premium for the cattle they 
selected from your herd? 

Can you see the advantage of having the 
first officially classified herd in your own 
area? Or to put it bluntly, how would you

There will be a number of problems to be 
solved before any official classification work 
can be started, but once it is in operation I 
can foresee how such classification score 
cards would simplify the planning of breed- 
ing programs by the majority of the new- 
comers in this business. In my mind’s eye I 
can see the benefits of having the results of 
such a program shown in your sale catalogs, 
the classification of both bulls and females 
for four or five generations, plus show yard 
winnings, plus the family name, plus the 
relationship to top selling individuals in 
other sales. It is not any “gimmick” but a 
good sound program that can easily advance 
our breed even more rapidly—and it is a 
suggested program that would put us far in 
advance of the other beef breeds until they, 
too, accepted herd classification and progeny 
testing programs.

Most Permanent Pasture Badly In 
Need of Topdressing, Renovation 


Permanent pasture, usual land too steep 
gullied to cultivate or former crop land 
drained of its fertility through continuous 
cropping, is the most neglected part of 
many farms. 

That is the view of C. D. Foy, Purdue 
University agronomist, who points out that 
the permanent pasture can be improved by 
either topdressing with lime and fertilizers 
or by complete renovation of the existing 
sod. 

Use of fertilizers and lime on established 
pasture, Foy says, can be expected to in- 
crease yields from 25 to 100 per cent. Com- 
plete renovation often will result in increase 
of 200 to 500 per cent in yields. 

On pastures consisting primarily of grass- 
es Foy recommends the application of 40 to 
50 pounds of nitrogen per acre in early 
March. Maximum response, to such treat- 
ment, however, will require an adequate 
supply of phosphate and potash in the soil. 

Renovation of old pastures involves, first, 
determining lime and fertilizer needs 
through soi! tests. Then the existing sod 
must be plowed or disced to make a good 
seed bed, fertilizer and lime applied, and the 
pasture reseeded to a mixture of more pro- 
ductive legumes and grasses.

For new seedings the “band seeding” 
method—placing part of the fertilizer in 
bands directly beneath the seeds—is recom- 
mended. Phosphate applied by this method 
is particularly effective in stimulating de- 
velopment of young seedlings on low phos- 
phate soils, Foy says. 

When fertilizer requirements are large 
(400 to 600 pounds per acre), about 200 
pounds should be used in “band seeding” and 
the remainder broadcast and disced into the 
soil prior to seeding. 

Foy asserts that on light colored soils the 
use of 10 to 20 pounds of nitrogen per acre 
in the mixed fertilizer, banded near the seed, 
will hasten seedling establishment. 

After a crop has been removed from the 
renovated pasture, the stand should be top- 
dressed with phosphate and potash to main- 
tain yields at a high level. A 3% ton crop of 
alfalfa-grass forage will remove about 40 
pounds of P.O; and 130 pounds of K:O per 
acre per year. 

If the forage is removed for hay or silage 
all of this phosphate and potash should be 
replaced to maintain yields at that level. 

If the crop is used for pasture, where 
some manure is returned to the land, the 
potash maintenance may be reduced to about 
half of that which would have been removed 
in a hay crop. 

Foy says an average maintenance ferti- 
lizer recommendation would be the equiva- 
lent of 250 pounds of 0-20-20 topdressed per 
acre annually. The fertilizer may be applied 
at the time of year most convenient for the 
farm operator.

SALE AS YEARLINGS HAS 
SLIGHT PRICE ADVANTAGE 

Many commercial cow operators wonder 
whether they should sell their calves as 
feeders or carry them through the summer 
pasture season and sell them as feeder 
yearlings. 

R. J. Webb, superintendent of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Dixon Springs Experiment 
Station, reports a recent summary of a nine- 
year study at the Station that may help to 
answer this question. About 540 steer calves 
from the Station grade cow herd were used 
in the study. 

In November 1955, when these calves were 
weaned at seven months of age, their aver- 
age weight was 422 pounds. About a year 
later as yearlings they averaged 772 pounds. 
This gain of 350 pounds was about a pound 
a day. 

Management programs used for the dif- 
ferent lots of calves included wintering on 
silage, hay and soybean oil meal in drylot, 
winter pasturing on fescue, wintering on 
hay alone and combinations of these sys-

With steer calf prices at 20 cents and 
yearling steer prices at 18 cents, the pro- 
ducer would gross $54.58 for keeping the 
calf to a yearling, This increase in value 
compares favorably with producing another 
steer calf from the cow herd where at the 
same prices the gross return for each cow 
amounts to about $52.14. This return takes 
into account the replacement heifers and 
bull that must be carried in a cow herd.

WILL “MOUTH” DENVER 
JUNIOR STEERS IN ’58 

Steer classifications in the junior division 
of the 1958 National Western Stock Show 
will be on an age basis instead of by weight 
as they have been in the past, according to 
General Manager Willard Simms. 

This change will be made as result of a 
Junior Show Committee meeting of the Na- 
tional Western when it was voted to follow 
the new practice. Classifications by ages 
will be the same as in the open steer show. 

All junior steers entered in the National 
Western will be mouthed by an authorita- 
tive veterinarian who will establish ages by 
the dentition process now recognized by 
major cattle breed associations. 

Specifications for dentition requirements 
in establishing ages will be announced in 
the 1958 National Western Stock Show 
premium book. 

The stock show junior committee also 
voted that all calves purchased for the Na- 
tional Western “Catch-It-Calf” contest next 
year “must grade Choice or better.” Dis- 
satisfaction was expressed on some of the 
calves provided by breed associations for the 
1957 Denver show.

WISCONSIN SHIFTS TO 
HIGH-TEST FERTILIZER 


For the second year in succession, Wis- 
consin farmers purchased fewer tons of fer- 
tilizer than the previous year; however, the 
fertilizer they did purchase had a higher 
number of units of plant food, reports W. B. 
Griem of the Wisconsin Department of 
Agriculture. 

Figures released by Griem, who is in 
charge of the Feed & Fertilizer Laboratory, 
showed that farmers purchased 408,221 tons 
of fertilizer in 1956—334,374 tons in the 
spring and 73,847 in the fall. The 1956 
calendar year tonnage is a decrease of 3.28 
per cent from 1955 when 422,044 tons were 
used. 

The trend toward usage of higher analysis 
fertilizer begun in recent years is born out 
by the fact that the amount of the 3-12-12 
used in 1956 dropped almost 20,000 tons, 
while the amount of 4-16-16 dropped over 
6,000 tons from that used in 1955. 

The amount of 5-20-20 used jumped over 
20 per cent with 95,178 tons used by the 
state’s farmers last year. The use of 6-24-24, 
which began in 1955, increased from 1,277 
tons in 1955 to over 7,000 tons used in 1956.

Veterinarians have observed that within 
five days after an atomic explosion there is 
a marked increase of raidoactive iodine in

results from grazing animals on grass and 
foliage exposed to the fall-out, the associa- 
tion said.

WORKERS GETTING WELL 
BREAK ON MEAT PRICES 

Working time to earn a pound of meat 
fell to a new low point last year, the Amer- 
ican Meat Institute reports. 

At 17% minutes working time to earn 
enough to buy an average pound of meat, 
the figure was about 40 per cent of the 44% 
minutes it took in 1919, an analysis of gov- 
ernment figures showed. 

Both beef and pork were at record low 
price-time points. Beef required 20 minutes 
working time per pound and pork took 14.1 
minutes. 

These calculations were based on average 
hourly earnings of $1.98. The average retail 
price per pound for all meat was 57.6 cents 
in 1956. For beef it was 66 cents and for 
pork 46.6 cents. 

In contrast, in 1919 average hourly earn- 
ings were 47.7 cents, the average retail 
price per pound for all meat was 35.4 cents, 
for beef 33.8 cents, and for pork 36.8 cents. 


A CORRECTION 


The report on page 210 of the March 
JOURNAL on the Angus Valley Farms 
sale is in error on the general average. 
There were 64 lots in the sale bringing 
a total of $161,700, or an average of 
$2,526.56. The remainder of the aver- 
ages are correct: 4 bulls average $4,375;

DROUTH PROVES VALUE OF 
SEVERAL GRASS VARIETIES 

Farmers and ranchers will find it hard to 
believe, but a dgouth does have value, if only 
to show what range grasses will survive the 
next drouth. 

Don Hervey, chief range conservationist 
with the Colorado A & M Experiment Sta- 
tion, has found that certain grasses have 
come through the current drouth in fairly 
good shape, depending on location in the 
state. Growth suffered from lack of mois- 
ture, of course, but the plants did survive. 
Other grass strains under test couldn’t take 
the dry conditions and died out. 

At the Foothills Experiment Range four 
miles west of Fort Collins, pastures were 
planted in intermediate wheatgrass, Rus- 
sian wild rye and tall wheatgrass about 
10 years ago. Before the drouth, beef cattle 
made good gains on all these pastures, But

in 1954, the intermediate wheatgrass was a 
complete loss due to lack of moisture, and 
the tall wheatgrass suffered a 76 percent 
loss. The Russian wild rye, however, sur- 
vived despite heavy damage in spots. 


In southeastern Colorado, native grasses 
came through the dry period in better shape 
than some of the promising introduced cool 
season wheatgrasses. Native strains that 
showed well included sideoats and blue 
grama, galleta and sand lovegrass. 


Native and introduced grasses were plant- 
ed in the fall of 1955 and spring of 1956 at 
the Eastern Colorado Range Station near 
Akron. Usually, seedlings do not survive 
drouth conditions, Sand lovegrass, however, 
made surprising growth, followed closely in 
performance by sideoats and blue grama.

LONG-FED CATTLE MADE

Long-fed good to choice yearling steers 
sold during the year ending December 1, 
1956, made an average return of about $48 
a head above feed costs compared with $8 a 
year earlier.

compared with $16.93 a year before. 

A. G. Mueller, University of Illinois farm 
management specialist in charge of sum- 
marizing farm records gives this reason for 
the higher returns on long-feds: Most long- 
fed cattle were marketed during the fall 
price rise in the late summer and fall of 
1956. The short-fed cattle were sold before 
the price rise. 

Comparing returns for heifer and steer 
calf programs, the records showed that the 
long-fed good to choice steer calves return- 
ed $144 per $100 feed fed, while long-fed 
good to choice heifers returned $126. Heifer 
calves were sold ahead of the good fall 
market. 


Comparing drylot and summer pasture 
programs for yearlings, the drylot programs 
returned $133 per $100 feed fed, while the 
summer pasture programs returned $162. 
The later marketing date for pasture feed- 
ing programs had the advantage of the fall 
price rise.
